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PREFACE.    - 


As,  on  tiie  one  hand,  it'wonld  mit  neither  the  cha* 
Tacter  nor  the  compsAs  of  the  following  work  to  prefix 
to  it  an  extended  treatne  on  ^e  dignified  order  to 
'Which  it  relates^  so,  on  the  other,  it  would  be  highly 
improper  to  onut  certain  interesting  and  carious  cir- 
cmnstanoes  in  its  hbtory.  These,  notwithstanding  their 
dose  connexion  with  the  subject,  osuidiy  find  no  place 
in  the  introductorv  matter  which  precedes  snnllar 
'Works;  and  tbe  omission  is  wholly  unacconntable ;  for 
the  facts  in  question  sleep  not  in  the  venerable  reposi. 
tories  of  t>ur  public  records,  nor  in  the  manuscript  col- 
lections of  Antiquaries :  they  are  to'befound,'geiier^y 
speakins,  in  every  printed  History  of  onr  Country. 

The  order  of  Baronet  was  instituted  in  1611^  by  King 
James  the  First.  Ireland,  which  had  been  long  the  thea- 
tre of  a  destructive  war,  was  then  in  great  measure 
brought  p  allegiance,  and  ITbter,  in  particular,  was 
whoUy  subjected  to  the  British  Cf own.  For  the  alleged 
purposes  of  guarding  and  fortifying  the  subjection  of 
that  i^reat  province,  of  aiding  its  cultivation,  and  civil- 
ixing  its  people,  James  appealed  to  the  loyalty  and  pa- 
trionsm  of  the  most  res^^ectable  and  wealtfay  commoners 
of  ancient  families  in  his  realm,  and  ordained  that  such 
individuals  of  that  description  as  were  willing  to  main- 
tain thirty  soMieiv  in  Ireland,  for  three  years,  at  the 
rate  ot  eight-pence  per  day,  and  to  remit  immediately 
the  first  year's  pay  into  the  English  Exchequer,  should 
be  exalted  to  the  dignity  in  question,  on  which  he 
stasuped  a  slngnlar  and  perpetim  importance;  by  so- 
a  3  lemnly 


leinnly  stipnlating,  for  himself  and  his  saccessors^  that 
no  intermediate  hereditary  honour  between  them 
(Baronets  or  minor  Barons),  and  the  Peers  of  the 
reahn,  should  ever  be  created. 

It  has  been  said,  not  only  that  the  fund  thus  raised 
was  wholly  applied  to  the  supply  of  the  king's  personal 
exigencies,  but  that  ft  ^iras  well  known  that  no  other 
application  of  it  was  ever  intended.  The  former  of 
these  assertions  may  perhaps  be  founded  in  fact,  but 
the  latter  is  hardly  cfffidttile.  it  is  next  to  an  impossi- 
bility, that  a  Prince  should  thus  voluntarily  record  a 
breach  of  his  faith,  and  on  a  point  too  of  great  national 
importance,  not  oiriy  by  the  enrc^ent  of  a  great  nvn- 
ber  of  patents,  but  by  annexing  for  ever  to  the  coat 
armour  of  all  Baronets,  what  is  vulgarly  called  "  the 
Bloody  Handj"  in  fact,  the  Arms  or  the  province  of 
Ulster;  an  hieroglyphic  which  will  attend  and  Illustrate 
the  tradition  of  the  original  motive  to  the  institation  of 
the  order,  even  after  the  hand  of  time  shall  have  crum- 
bled written  memorials  into  dust. 

Besides,  were  it  possible  that  such  a  scheme  could 
have  suggested  itself  to  the  mind  of  the  Monarch,  i^ 
could  not  have  been  successfully  practised  on  the  ex- 
alted  persons  who  originally  accepted  tlie  title.  Can  it 
be  credited  that  a  Molvneox,  a  Mansel,  a  Booths  a  PeU 
ham,  a  Gerrard,  an  Aston,  a  St.  John,  a  Knevet,  a 
Wentworth,  a  Belasyse,  a  Constable^  with  so  many  others 
of  blood  and  character,  equally  ancieot^proud  and  pure, 
as  composed  the  number  to  whom  the  aienity  was  first 
assigned,  could  have  combined  to  take  it  as  the  result 
of  a  plan  so  base  ?  These  considerations  must  complete* 
ly  rescue  from  the  vulgar  calumny  in  question  the  me- 
jiiory  of  a  Prince,  who,  though  of  a  passive,  indolent, 
and  unambitious  character,  Was  by  no  means  deficient 
in  the  theory  or  practice,  either  of  regal  dignity,  o^ 
moral  rectitude. 

We  will  close  these  slight  notices  of  the  History  of 
the  Order,  by  observing  that  it  has  of  late  years  assum- 
'  f  d  an  increased  brilliancy,  by  having  been  so  frequent- 
ly made  the  reward  of  naval  and  military  merit.    In 
the  pacific  reign  of  which  we  have  l^een  speaking,  few 
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occasioUB.of  that  nature  occurred,  and  the  gratltiide  of 
nacceeding  monarchs  has,  with  not  many  exceptions, 
been  con&ed  to  pecuniai^  gifts,  and  professioMl  ad- 
vancenient.  Hi^  present  Majesty,  if  we  mav  presume 
to  say  it,  has  been  wisely  liberal  in  the  choice  of  a 
series  of  heroes,  the  lustre  of  whose  transcendent  ser- 
Tices,  while  it  is  reflected  on  the  hereditary  dignity, 
which  they  have  received  from  his  royal  fovour,  holds 
ont  an  awful  wanting  to  their  successors  to  niaintain, 
together  witli  their  own  honour,  that  of  the  order  which^ 
has  been  so  nobly  purchased  by  their  ancestors.  In 
the  mean  time,  the  milder,  but  not  less  important,  merits 
of  civil  service  have  not  been  overlooked  by  the  royal, 
eye,  and  the  title  has  been  bestowed  on  many  eminent 
persons,  who,  in  an  era  of  almost  general  wanare,  have 
successnilly  cultivated  the  arts  of  peace. 

These  numerous  splendid  additions  which  have  been 
within  a  few  years  past  made  to  the  list  of  Baronets, 
not  to  mention  others,  would  have  rendered  at  least  a 
supplement  necessary  to  former  publicatioas;  and  the 
alterations  which  the  common  course  of  nature  has  pro- 
duced in  families  antecedently  honoured  with  the  title, 
seemed  to  re<yuire,  if  not  to  demand,  a  work  more  com- 
plete. Viewmg  tiie  subject  in  these  lights,  the  editor 
has  used  his  best  endeavours  to  procure  the  most  accu- 
rate and  extensive  intelligence  as  to  such  alterations,  aa 
well  as  to  the  pedigrees  of  all  Baronets  of  late  creation. 
His  diligence,  nowever^  has  not  been  confined  solely  to 
those  ends :  he  has  omitted  no  opportunity  whiqh  the 
extent  of  his  information  and  of  his  Woiii  afforded,  of 
correcting  the  mis-statements  and  supplying  the  defici- 
encies of  his  predecessors.  Of  his  labours  and  industry 
in  the  pursuit  he  would  wish  to  say  little.  He  has  been 
abundantly  recompensed  for  the  time  occupied  in  his 
very  i^merous  personal  applications,  b^  the  politeness 
and  intention  with  which  those  ap|)lications  hiave  been 
honoured,  and  by  the  extensive  aids  which  he  has.  de- 
rived fropn  them.  The  only  regret  which  he'  feels  in 
offerinr  thir  result  of  his  ^ideavours  to  the  puUic, 
arises  from  a  dread  of  too  frequent  error  in  treating  on 
subjects  with  regard  to  '«rhich  perfect  correctneu  is 
4>8olutely  nnattainable. 
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The  variety  and  multiplicity  of  minute  genealegicat 
facts ;  of  baptismal  and  sarnames,  and  of  dates ;  the  ob- 
scurity  into  which  many  high  families  have  been  plung- 
ed by  decayed  fortunes,  and  the  false,  or  at  best  uncer- 
tain pretensions,  which  have  been  set  up  by  individuals, 
who,  under  the  inl^uence  of  a  kinder  fate,  have  sudden- 
]y  emerged,  combine  with  many  other  circumstances  to 
increase  this  misfortune.  Had  his  Majesty's  order  of  the 
sixth  of  December,  1782,  directing  all  Baronets  to  re-, 
cord  their  pedigrees  and  armorial  ensigns  in  his  College 
of  Arms,  and  to  receive  from  thence  respectively,  cer- 
tificates of  their  tiUes,  been  completely  carried  into 
effect,  all  difficulty  would  have  been  in  a  great  measure, 
obviated,  and  the  same  act  would  have  at  once  purged 
the  order  of  usurpers,  and  spurious  claimants,  and  fur- 
nished a  clear  and  unerring  light  to  its  future  Historio-. 
graphers.  Several  Baronets,  however,  disapproved 
at  that  time  of  those  regulations,  and  petitioned  the. 
King  for  a  revocation  of  the  warrant,  and  his  Majesty 
accordingly  condescended  to  revoke  it,  so  far  as  it  re* 
latcd  to  Baronets  whose  patents  had  been  issued  pre- 
viously to  1783;  but  at  the  same  time  manifested  his, 
royal  sense  of  the  propriety  of  the  original  measure,  by 
ordaining  that  it  should  remain  in  fuU  force  as  to  thos^ 
of  subsequent  creation. 

The  editor  has  only  to  add,  that  the  uncommon  degree 
of  favour  with  which  his  edition  of  the  Peerage  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  has 
been  received  by  the  public,  has  furnished  a  subordia-/ 
ate  motive  to  his  present  effort.  The  addition  of  a  Ba- 
ronetage, seemed  at  least  proper  as  a  companion  to. 
that  work;  and  if  we  consider  the  two  together  at 
comprising,  as  in  fact  they  do,  the  genealogical  deduc- 
tion of  all  hereditary  honours  in  the  united  kingdom^ 
they  form  a  sort  or  whole,  and  derive  an  additional 
value  from  that  integrity.  It  is  chiefly  however,  to  the 
countenance  of  his  numerous  friends  aad  patrons,  that 
he  owes  that  degree  of  resolution  which  encouraged  hii^ 
to  undertake  the  w«rk,  and  which  has  lightened  the 
labour  that  has  attended  its  progress :  so  geneml  and 
so  equal  has  been  their  favour  to  him,  that  be  can 
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scarcely,  without  iojattice  to  othera,  venture  to  offer 
his  particular  grateful  acknowledgements  to  Sir  Tho- 
mas Gery  Caliam,  F.  R.  and  L.  S.  Sir  Oswald  Mosley, 
Sir  John  Throckmorton,  Sir  Richard  Colt  Hoare,  Sir 
John  Harrington,  Sir  Charles  Miles  Lambert  Monck, 
Sir  John  Aubrey,  Sir  John  Lethbridge,  Sir  Abraham 
Hume,  the  Rev.  Sir  Harry  Trelawny,  Sir  John  Mac- 
pherson,  the  Rev.  Sir  Henry  Worsley  Hohnes,  and  Sir 
William  Eraser,  Baronets ;  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  William 
Irby,  the  Hon.  William  Beauchamp  Lygon,  and  to  the 
the  Rev.  William  Betham,  whose  continuation  of  the 
Baronetage  to  a  comparatively  late  period,  deserves 
every  sort  of  praise,  and  to  Edmund  Lodge,  and  Fran- 
cis  Townsend,  Esqrs.  Lancaster  and  Windsor  Heralds, 
and  F«llov?8  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  both  eminent 
Genealo^iats ;  the  former  of  whom  is  already  distin* 
fished  m  the  literarv  world,  and  the  latter  is  prepar- 
ing to  favour  the  public  witii  an  improved  edition  of 
Dogdale*s  Baronage.

The  editor  conceives  that  it  may  be  proper  for  him, 
on  the  present  occasion,  to  add  a  few  supplementary 
Unes  to  this  Preface,  and  indeed  he  is  anxious  to  em- 
brace a  new  opportunity  of  making  his  most  grateful 
acknowledgements,  for  tiie  new  and  more  increased 
eontributions  of  intelligence,  by  which  he  has  been  en- 
abled to  prepare  this  enlarged  edition ;  he  trusts  that 
he  need  not  apologise  to  the  public  for  layinc  it  before 
them,  for  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Baronets 
seemed  indeed  to  render  it  absolutely  necessary.  Mi- 
litary and  Naval  services  of  a  character  heretofore  al- 
most unparalleled  even  in  these  realms,  during  an  addi- 
tional seven  years,  to  a  war  before  of  unexampled  length, 
have  claimed  wilh  the  strictest  justice,  and  received 
wi^  a  most  due  liberality,  those  purely  honourable  re- 
wards,'which  his  Royal  Hiehness  the  Prince  Reeent, 
after  the  wise  example  of  his  Royal  Father,  has  been 
pleased  to  allot  to  them.  Long  may  their  honours  remain 
m  their  blood,  and  so  long  may  their  posterity  emulate 
the  bright  example  of  such  ancestors,

This  family  is  descended  from  Grimbaldy  who  came 
into  England  with  his  kinsman  William,  earl  of  Warren, 
at  the  Norman  invasion,  and  settled  at  Litheringset, 
near  Holt,  in  Norfolk.  His  great-grandson,  Robert, 
took  the  name  of  BacoUy  and  from  him  descended  an 
illustrious  luminary  of  the  darkest  ages  of  science, 
friar  Roger  Bacon, 

The  above-named  Robert  ha^  a  brother,  sir  William, 
of  Monks-BradQeld,  in  SuffQlk  ;  fjrom  whom  descended, 
in  the^  10th  generation,  sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  who  filled 
the  office  of  lord  keeper  of  the  great  seal  to  queen  Eli- 
zabeth, with  high  reputation,  and  d.  ^eb.  20,  1579 ;  m. 
1.  Jane  Fermley,  and  2.  Anne  Cooke.    By  the  latter  he 
had  2  sons,  the  younger  of  whom  was  that  prodigy  of 
human  talent  and  acquirements,  sir  Ffoncia  Bacon,  6. 
Jan.  22, 1550-1,  was  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  and 
afterwards  of  Gray's  Inn  ;  appointed  counsel  extraor- 
dinary to  the  queen,  1588,  solicitor-general  to  king 
James  I,  1607,  attoimey-general  1615,  a  privy  oouna^ 
lor  1616,  lord  keeper  March  1616-17,  and  lord  chancel- 
lor 1618,  created  barou  Verulam  in  the  same  year,  and 
viscount  St.  Albans,  Jan.  27,  16^0-1 ;  but  being  shortly 
aflerwardi  acoui^ed  of  eovrupt  praictipes,  audcotties^ung 
in  a  great  measure  his  guilt,  be  was  sentenced  on  the  3d 
of  May,  1621,  to  be  fined  forty  thousand  pounds,  and  to 
be  imprisoned  in  the  Tower  during  bis  majesty^  plea- 
sure ;  was  rendered  incapable  of  hoidMg^  any  ofiee,  sit>  > 
ting  in  parliament,  or  coming  within  the  vei^e  of  th» 
court.    After  a  short  imprisonment,  his  fine  was  remiti 
ted,  and  it  is  probable  tfce  w4iole  of  his  sentence  was^ 
cancelled,  as  he  was  again  summoned  to  parUaia«»tin.' 
the  first  year  of  Charles  I.    He  died  April  9,  W^&,  ^ 
having  by  his  labours  in  retirement,  during  the  latter 
period  of  his  life,  OMde  a  bMiliant  atonenaent  fbr  his 
errors.

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Brook,  of  Astley  Hall,  co.  Lancaster,  esq^.  and  relict  of 
Thomas  Townley  Parker,  esq.  and  has  issae,  Hew  y,  b, 
Jan.  3, 1799 ;  and  Fanny-Elizabeth,  b.  March  30, 1800; 
-was  member  of  parliament  for  the  borongh  of  Preston 
in  1790  and  1796. 

This  family,  anciently  written  de  Hocton  and  Hoghion, 
have  been  of  great  eminence  in  th^  county  of  Lancas- 
ter in  former  ages.

July  12,  irTS, 
sncceeded  sir  Francis,  Sept.  14,  1791,  married,  Anna- 
Maria,  second  daughter  of  Miles, Stapkton,  of  Rich- 
mond, CO.  York,  esq.  und  by  her  (who  d,  Sept.  iS, 
1808,)  had  no  issue.

Sir  Wifliam  Dng<da]e  tells  ns,  ti^fit  tlie  aforesaid  Otho 
was  a  baron  of  England  In  ^e  16th  of  kiug  Edward 
the  Confessor,  and  was  Either  of  Walter  Fitzotfao,  or 
Fitzotfaer,  who  at  tiie  ^enert^  sni:vey  of  that  kingdom 
in  1078,  was  casteOan  of  Windsor,  and  afpointcd  by 
c  2  William 
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William  the  Conqueror  warden  of  the  forests  in  Berk- 
shire, beinff  then  possessed  of  lordships  in  several 
counties.  From  the  same  stock  are  descended  the 
PitziB^eralds  of  Ireland,  and  the  Windsors,  earls  of  Ply- 
mootii.

BARRINGTON,  of  Swainston,  Isle  of  Wight. 
Jane  29,1611. 

Sir  JOHN  BARRINGTON,  bart  sncceedcd  his 
father,  sir  Fitzwilliam,  Sept.  24,  1792,  and  was  repre- 
sentative for  Newton,  in  the  Isle  oC  Wight,  from  1784 
to  1796. 

This  family  is  descended  from  sir  OdvneU  Barring' 
ton,  or  Barentmke,  a  Saxon,  descended  from  Barring- 
ton,  who  served  queen  Emma,  wifie  of  king  Etheidred, 
father  of  Edward  the  Confessor.  Enstachins  de  Ba- 
rebtona,  son  of  Barcntone  the  Saxon,  was  servant  to 
king.  Henry  I.  and  had  granted  him,  by  tliat  kiftg, 
lands  and  the  custody  of  the  forest.  He  d.  in  the  time 
of  king  Stepihen.

Sir  PHILIP  CHRISTOPHER  MUSGRAVE,  bartl 
succeeded  his  father  sir  John  Charden,  July  24, 1806. 

This  family  came  into  England  with  the  Conqueror, 
and  settled  at  M usgrave,  in  Westmoreland. — ^The  first 
of  the  name  we  have  met  with  was  Peter  Musgrave, 
who  lived  about  the  time  of  king  Stephen,  from  whom 
the  18th  in  descent  was, 

I.  RICHARD  MUSGRAVE,  the  first  baronet,  who 
represented  co.  Westmoreland  in  parliament,  1  Jac.  1.  > 
and  at  the  coronation  of  that  king  was  made  K.  B.  He

her  left  issue,  Mary,  who  d,  umn.  and  sir  Philip,  his 
successor,  and  deceasing  at  Naples  in  1615,  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  only  son,  who  left  issue ;  1.

d»  KlUlt. 

II.  Sir  PHILIP,  aged  then  7  years.  He  was  one 
of  the  knights  of  the  shire  for  Westmoreland  in  1640 ; 
but  in  April,  1642,  he  withdrew  from  the  house  or 
commons,  and  returned  to  it  no  more  till  after  the  Re- 
storation. In  1644,  he  was  made  commander  in  chief 
of  Cumberiand  and  Westmorehind,  by  a  commission 
from  the  marquess  of  Newcastle.  He  asserted  the  royal 
cause  with  all  courage  and  dutiful  allegiance,  and  was 
made  gOTcrnor  of  Carlisle.  To  the  marquess  at  York 
he  sent  first  600  soldiers,  then  1800,  and  aftervrards  to 
prince  Rupert  1000  more,  whom  he  raised  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Cumberland  and  Westmoreland.  Afte^  the 
battle  at  Marston  Moor,  he,  with  sir  Thomas  Glen- 
ham,  retired  to  Carlisle ;  upon  the  surrender  of  which 
garrison  (the  last  that  yielded  to  the  rebels)  he  at- 
tended the  king  at  Cardiff.  At  the  desire  of  some 
loyal  gentlemen,  a  new  regiment  of  foot  being  raised 
in  Cumberland,  he  was  appointed  colonel  of  it.  Sir 
Philip  was  taken  prisoner  at  Rowton  Moor  in  1645, 
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afte,r  which  he  took  Carlisle  by  8un>ri8e,  and  was  a  2d 
tune  appointed  governor.  After  the  battle  of  Worces- 
ter, sir  Philip  attended  on  king  Charles  II.  in  France, 
Holland,  and  Scotland,  from  whence  he  retired  to  the 
Isle  of  Man,  which  he  bravely  defended  under  the 
countess  of  Derby,  until  it  was  reduced  to  the  last  ex- 
tremity; and  then,  that  lady  having  surrendered  upon 
honourable  terms,  he  had  leave  to  retire  to  any  part . 
of  England.  At  the  restoration  of  Charles  II.  1660,  he 
was  a  3d  time  made  governor  of  Carlisle.  He  had  a 
warrant  for  creating  him  baron  Musgrave,  of  Hartley 
Castle,  but  never  took  out  the  patent.  He  d.  Feb. 
1677-8,  aged  70  years,  in  great  honour  and  esteem :

Philip, 
eldest  son  of  sir  Christopher,  m,  Nov.  12,  1583,  Mary, 
eldest  daughter  of  George  Legge,  the  1st  baron  Dart- 
mouth, master  general  of  the  ordnance,  admiral  of  the 
fleet,  &c.  He  was  clerk  of  the  council  in  the  reign  of 
King  ^mes  11,  and  clerk  of  the  deliveries  in  the  ord* 
nance ;  and  d.  July  2, 1685.  He  left  a  son,  Christo- 
pher, and  a  daughter,  Barbara,  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Howard,  of  Corby  Castle,  co.

The  family  of  Haringten,  formerly  De  Hariringimj 
from  possessing  (from  tiie  time  of  Ricliard  I.)  a  lord- 
ship of  that  name  in  the  county  of  Cnmberlaikl,  of 
which  they  continned  barons  for  several  geaeradons, 
are  lineally  descended  from  the  ancient  kings  of  Scot-

TWYSDEN,  ofRoYDON  Hall,  East  Peckham,  Kent 
June  29,  1611. 

Sir  WILLIAM  JERVIS  TWYSDEN,  bart  succeeded 
his  father,  sir  William,  in  1767;  tnarried  1736,  Frances, 
daughter  of  Alexander  Wynch,  esq.  late  governor  of 
Madras,  by  whom  he  has  IViUiam;  Francis-James; 
Frances;  Flora;  Mary;  Elizabeth;  and  Isabella-Ca- 
milla. 

Twysden 
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Twysden  Boroiifffa,  orTwysendeii,now  usuallv  called 
Burrs  Farm,  in  the  hundred  of  West  BarnenelfL  in 
Kenty  -was  the  ancient  inheritance  of  this  family,  from 
which  they  took  their  name.  Adam  de  Twysden  possess- 
ed this  estate  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 

I.  Sir  WILLIAM  TWYSDEN,  the  eleventh  in  des- 
cent  from  him,  was  knighted  bv  king  James  I.  at  the 
Charter  House,  May  11,  1603,  being  one  of  those  who 
coudacted  him  to  London  when  he  came  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  English  crown,  and  he  afterwards  ad- 

'  vanced  him  to  the  dignity  of  a  baronet.  He  d.  Jan.  8, 
1627-8:  his  lady,  who  sunrived  him,  d.  Nov.  14,  1638. 
She  was  Anne,  daughter  of  sir  Moyle  Finch,  knt.  and 
bart.  Sir  William  Twysden  had  issue  by  her  5  sons  and 
2  daughters,  that  lived  to  maturity :  1 .  Roger^  his  suc- 
cessor ;  2.  Thomas,  who  was  one  of  the  justices  of  the 
King's  Bench,  and  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  abaronet^ 
of  w^hom  mention  will  be  made  in  the  proper  place ;  3. 
William,  who  d.  unm.  July  30,  1641,  aged  36 ;  4.  John, 
who  was  a  fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  at  Lon- 
don, and  M.D. ;  he  d.  unm.  Sept.  13,  1688,  aged  84;  5. 
Francis,  d.  unm,  aged  63.  Elizabeth,  the  eldest  daugh- 
ter, was  wife  of  sir  Hugh  Cholmley,  bart. ;  and  Anne, 
of  sir  Christopher  Yelverton,  bart.  ancestor  to  the  earls 
of  Sussex,  (which  title  became  extinct  inl799.)  Sir  Wil- 
liam was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

II.  Sir  ROGER,  m.  Isabella,  youngest  daughter  and 
co-heiress  of  sir  Nicholas  Saunders,  knt.  who  died  in 
t655f  aged  52 :  he  died  June  7,  1672,  in  the  75th  year 
of  his  age,  leaving  3  sons  and  3  daughters :  1.  William ; 
2.  Roger,  who  d.  unm.  Feb.  20, 1676,  aged  35  ;  3.  Charles, 
M.D.  who  d.  unm.  in  the  49th  year  of  his  age,  1690. 
Anne,  the  eldest  daughter,  was  wife  of  John  Porter, 
esq.  who  d.  without  issue,  soon  after  his  marriage.  Isa- 
bella d.  unm.  in  1726.  Frances  was  the  wife  of  sir  Pe- 
ter Kiiligrew,  knt.  and  bart.  and  died  in  1711. 

IIL  Sir  WILLIAM,  eldest  son  of  Roger^  6.1635: 
he  served  in  several  parliaments,  and  in  die  first  year 
of  king  James  II.  was  elected  one  of  the  knights  of  the 
shire  tor  Kent.  Hed.  Nov.  27, 1697.  His  lady,  Frances, 
daoffhteraod  heiress  of  Josiah  Cross,  esq.  survived  him.

June  29,  1611. 

Sir  EDWARD  HALES,  bart.  succeeded  his  father 
sir  Edward,  in  August,  1802;  married  in  1789,  Lucy, 
second  daughter  of  Henry  Darell,  of  Colehill,.  esq.  and 
has  issue. 

Nicholas  Hales,  of  Hides  Place,  in  Kent,  had  issue, 
sir  Robert  Hales,  who  was  knisht-prior  of  the  hospital 
of  St.  John  of  J^msalein,  and  admiral  of  the  no^th  parts 
of  England  in  the  t^gn  of  Edward  III.  and  was  coi^ 
stituted  treasurer  of  England,  Feb.  1,  1381,  but  in  tk» 
same  year,  had  the  hard  fate,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
insurrection  under  Wat  Tylier,  to  have  his  head  struck 
off  on  To^erHiH. 

Of  this  family,  be^e  they  Were  advanced  to  the  ba- 
ronetage,  were  tiiree  dignitaries  of  the  law,  viz.  sir 

Christopher 
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Christopher  Hales,  knt.  attorney-general  and  master  of 
the  rolls  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  who  left  no  male 
issue ;  John  Hales,  who  was  a  baron  of  the  exchequer ; 
and  sir  James  Hales,  his  son,  one  of  the  justices  of  the 
Common  Pleas,  who  was  the  only  judge  ^at  refused  to 
sign  the  will  of  Henry  VIII.  for  disinheriting  the 
princesses  Mary  and  Elizabeth. 

I.  EDWARD  HALES,  the  first  baronet,  w.  Debo- 
rah, daughter  and  heiress  of  Martin  Harlackenden,  esq. 
He  served  in  several  parliaments:  took  part  with  those 
that  raised  the  rebellion  against  king  Charles  I.  and 
died  in  Sept.  1654,  aged  74,  and  had  issue,  by  the  afore- 
said Deborah,  4  sons :  1.  John;  2.  Edward,  of  Chilsori, 
in  Kent,  (whose  son  Edward,  by  the  daughter  of  John 
Evelyn,  esq.  left  issue);  3.  Samuel;  and  4.  Thomas, 
who  d,  wimout  issue.  Sir  Edward  m.  £dly,  Martha, 
daughter  of  sir  Matthew  Carew,  knt.  and  relict  of  sir 
James  Cromer,  knt.  John,  his  eldest  son,  having  m. 
Christian,  one  of  the  daughters  and  co-heirs  of  the  afore- 
said sir  James  Cromer,  knt.  died  in  1639,  and  left  issue, 

II.  Sir  EDWARD,  who,  in  his  younger  years,  risked 
his  person  and  fortune  in  endeavouring  the  rescue  of 
king  Charles  I.  from  his  imprisonment  in  the  Isle  of 
Wight.  He  died  in  France,  some  years  after  the  resto- 
ration, and  left  issue  by  his  lady,  one  of  the  daughters 
and  co-heirs  of  Thomas,  lord  Watton :  Edward ^  his  suc- 
cessor; John,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  who  d,  unm,', 
Charles,  and  Thomas,  who  also  d.  unm. 

III.  Sir  EDWARD,  his  son  and  heir,  was  in  much 
favour  with  king  James  II.  under  whom  he  had  a  regi- 
ment of  foot,  was  one  of  his  privy  council,  and  a  lord 
of  the  admiralty,  deputy  governor  of  the  cinque  ports, 
and  lieutenant  governor  of  the  Tower  of  London.  He 
was  sued  for  the  penalty  of  five  hundred  pounds,  for 
neglecting  to  take  the  oaths  of  supremacy  and  allegi- 
ance, and  was  convicted  at  Rochester  assizes  for  the 
same ;  but  moving  it  into  the  King^s  Bench,  pleaded 
the  king's  dispensmg  power,  and  had  judgment  given 
for  him ;  11  of  the  judges  being  of  an  opinion,  that  the 
king  might  dispense  in  that  case.  At  the  revolution, 
he  was  confined  for  a  year  and  a  half  in  the  Tower : 

on 
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on  his  release  he  went  to  France,  and  in  consideration 
of  his  services  was  created  earl  of  Tenterden,  in  Kent, 
by  the  late  king  James,  while  he  was  in  that  kingdom, 
and  died  there  in  1695 ;  m.  Frances,  daughter  of  sir 
Francis  Windibank,  knt.  who  died  in  1693,  and  had 
issue  5  sons  and  7  daughters.  Edward,  the  eldest,  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  the  Boyne,  fighting  for  king 
James  II.  John,  Charles,  Robert,  and  James,  lived  to 
men's  estate;  the  four  youngest  d. tram.

1st,  Helen, 
daughter  of  sir  Richard  Beallng,  of  Ireland,  secretary 
to  the  queen  dowager  of  Charles  II.  by  whom  he  had 
S  sons :  1.  John,  whod.  in  his  infancy ;  2.  £d¥rard,  who 
m.  Mrs.  Parker,  grand-daughter  of  sir  Richard  Bui- 
strode,  knt.  who  d.  at  St.  Germain's,  in  France,  Oct. 
1711,  aged  102,  by  whom  he  had  2  sons :  John,  who 
d.  in  his  infancy,  and  Edward  his  heir ;  and  a  daugh- 
ter, Frances,  the  wife  of  George-Henry,  earl  of  Lich- 
field.

Sir  GRENVILLE  TEMPLE,  hart.  6#ni  Oct  16, 
1768:  and  succeeded  his  father,  sir  John,  Nov.  1798; 
married,  1st,  March  20,  1797^  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
George  Watson,  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  esq.  and 
by  her  (who  d,  at  Rome,  Nov.  4,  1809,)  had  issue,  1, 
Augusta  Grenville,  b.  Jan.  1, 1798,  d.  in  June  follow- 
ing ;  2.  Grenville,  h,  July  20, 1799 ;  3.  John,  h,  June  12, 
1801 ;  4.  Elizabeth-Augusta,  h.  May  30,  1802 ;  and  5.

by  ^e  latter,  who  d.  in  1655,  he  had  Richard,  and  2 
daughters,  Frances  and  Hester.    Sir  Peter  d.  in  1653. 

III.  Sir  RICHARD,  his  son,  h,  in  1634.  He  was 
appointed  lord-Ueutenant  of  the  county  of  Bucks,  in 
1660.  In  1661,  he  was  one  x>f  the  68  persons  created 
K.  B.  to  attend  Charles  II.  at  his  coronation.  He  was 
a  leading  member  m  the  house  of  commons  during 
that  reign,  and  distinguished  himself  in  the  prosecution 
for  the  Popish  plot,  and  in  promoting  the  nill  for  ex- 
cluding James,  duke  of  York,  from  succeeding  to  Uie

IV.  Sir  RICHARD,  who  was  chosen,  on  his  father's 
death,  for  the  town  of  Buckingham,  and  4.  Queen 
Anne  was  one  of  the  knights  of  the  shire.  He  gained 
great  lionour  by  his  bravery  and  conduct  in  the  wars 
in  Flanders,  where  he  was  made  a  lieutenant-general,

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and  by  Kinir  George  I.  was  created  baron  and  viscount 
Cobham.  He  was  also  one  of  bis  Majesty's  privy 
council,  ambassador  extraordinary  to  the  emperor, 
and  colonel  of  his  own  royal  regiment:  m,  Anne, 
daughter  of  Edmund  Halsey,  esq.  (who  d.  Oct.  4, 
1805).

Sir  FRANCIS  BOYNTON,  hart,  born  March  28, 
1777,  succeeded  his  brother  sir  Griffith,  July  10, 1801. 

This  is  a  family  of  very  great  antiquity ;  the  first 
mentioned  in  the  pedigree  is  Bartholomew  de  BowUon, 
from  whence  the  family  were  denominated:  he  lived 
in  1067,  and  was  succeeded  in  his  estate  by  his  son 
Walter. 

After  the  family  had  continued  of  great  note  for 
many  generations^ 
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I.  Sir  MATTHEW,  wts  knighted  by  James  I.,May  6, 
1618 ;  and  on  the  :^5th  of  the  same  month  was  ad- 
vanced to  tiie  dignity  of  a  baronet.  He  represented 
the  boroagh  of  Heydon,  in  the  reign  of  Charies  I.  and 
was  greatly  intrusted  by  the  parliament  in  tiie  civil 
wars.  He  died  in  1646,  and  by  Frances,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  sir  Henry  Griffith,  knt.  and  bart.  (and 
heir  to  her  brother,  Sir  Henry,)  had  9  sons  and  4 
daughters :  Mary,  d,  tiftm. ;  Dorothy  was  wife  to  John 
Anlaby ;  ElizabeUi,  of  John  Heron ;  and  Margaret,  of 
John  Robinson,  esqrs.

He  left  two  daughters ;  one  is^  them  was  the 
wife  of  Richard  Talbot,  earl  of  Tyrconnel,  (created 
duke  of  Tyrconnel,  by  James  II.  after  his  abdication,) 
and  the  other  to  Wentworth  Dillon,  the  4th  and  cele- 
brated earl  of  Roscommon.

BURDETT,  of  Bramcote,  Warwickshire. 
Feb.  25,  1618. 

Sir  FRANCIS  BURDETT,  bart  succeeded  his 
grandfather.  Sir  Robert,  Feb.  22, 1797 ;  married,  Aug. 
5, 1^93,  Sophia,  youngest  daughter  of  Thomas  Coutts, 
esq.  banker  in  Westminster,  (sister  of  Susan,  Countess 
Dowager  of  Guilford,  and  Frances,  Marchioness  of 
Bute)  by  whom  he  has  issue:  Sophia,  6.  15th  June^ 
1794 ;  Robert,  26th  April,  1796 ;  Susanna,  29ih  Nov. 
1800 ;  Joanna-Frances,  6.  2d  July,  1804 ;  Clara-Maria^ 
9th  Dec.  1806 ;  and  a  daughter,  b.  April  25, 1814.  H« 
represented  Boroughbridge,  in  1796,  and  was  returned 
at  the  general  election  in  1802,  one  of  the  knights  of 
the  shire  for  Middlesex,  after  an  extraordinary  con- 
test ;  the  election  b^ing  declared  void  by  a  committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  he  again  offered  himself, 
and  though  not  returned  by  the<  Sheriffs,  on  petition 
•ir  Francis  obtained  his  seat;  but  was  afterwards 

turned 
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tamed  out  on  a  Petition.  Sir  Francis  was  elected  in 
the  present  and  last  parliaments  for  the  city  of  West- 
minster. 

Hugh  de  Burdett,  came  into  England  with  William 
the  Conqueror ;  he  left  issue, 

William  Burdett,  lord  of  Louseby,  in  Leicestershire, 
who  founded  the  priory  at  Aucote,  in  Warwickshire, 
temp,  Henry  II.  to  expiate  the  murder  of  his  wife. 
This  William  being  a  devout  man,  made  a  journey  to 
the  Holy  Land,  in  order '  to  subdue  the  infidels :  his 
steward,  in  his  absence,  attempted  the  chastity  of  his 
lady,  who  resisted  him  with  scorn.  On  his  master's 
arrival  in  England,  he  went  to  meet  him,  and  to  cover 
his  own  crimes,  complained  of  her  looseness  with  others, 
which  so  enraged  her  husband,  that  when  she  ap- 
proached to  receive  him  witii  joyful  embraces,  he  mor- 
tally stabbed  her. 

The  family  had  large  possessions  in  Warwickshire 
and  other  counties  for  many  generations.  One  of  them 
was, 

Thomas  Burdett,  esq.  who  from  tlie  7th  to  the  14th 
of  Edward  IV.  was  in  commission  for  conserving  the 
peace ;  but  in  1477  he  incurred  the  king's  displeasure 
for  his  affection  to  the  duke  of  Clarence.  ^  So  strict 
were  the  eyes  and  ears  of  his  enemies,  that  an  advan- 
tage was  soon  taken  to  deprive  him  of  his  life ;  for, 
hearing  that  the  king  had  killed  a  white  buck  in  his 
park  at  Arrow,  which  he  set  much  store  by,  he  pas- 
sionately wished  the  horns  in  the  belly  of  him  who 
moved  the  king  so  to  do;  for  which  words. he  was  ar- 
raigned and  convicted  of  high  treason,  upon  inference 
of  a  mischievous  meaning  to  the  king  himself,  and  was 
beheaded  in  1477.

This  surname  is  of  French  extraction,  and  is  derived 
from  the  word  /euilleSf  which  signifies  leaves,  to  which 
iheir  arms  allude,  being  three  tmv  leaves,  Sec, 

Taylor,  in  his  History  of  Gavelkind,  states,  that  one 
of  this  name  was  a  considerable  person  in  Kent,  pre- 
vious 
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vions  to  the  Norman  invasion,  and,  that  being  treated 
witii  great  severity  by  WiHiam  I.  he  fled  into  Scotland. 
The.  family  appears  to  have  been  numerous,  and  consi- 
derable propnetors  of  land  there  in  very  early  times; 
for  tiiere  are  several  baronies  and  fine  seats  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Pertii,  Angus,  Ross,  &c.  which  bear  the  name 
of  Foulis.  and  probably  have  been  the  property  of 
people  of  that  surname.  Reginaldus  de  Foulis  is  wit- 
ness in  the  first  charter  to  the  lord  high  steward  of 
Scotland,  in  the  reign  of  Alexander  II.  out  the  imme- 
diate ancestor  of  the  famil;^  was, 

William  de  Foulis^  who  lived  in  the  reigns  of  Robert 
n.  and  III. 

I.  Sir  DAVID,  3d  son  of  James  Foulis,  being  in 
^eat  favour  with  king  James  VI.  accompanied  him 
into  England,  and  was  knighted.  May  13,  1603,  and 
l^ad  afterwards  the  dignity  of  baronet  conferred  apon 
him ;  he  was  cofferer  to  prince  Henry,  eldest  son  of 
king  James,  and  after  his  decease  he  bore  the  same 
office  under  prince  Charles,  afterwards  king  Charles  I. 
He  was  made  one  of  his  majesty's  council  for  the  north- 
ern parts,  and  custos-rotulorum  and  deputy  lieutenant 
for  ttie  north  riding  of  Yorkshire ;  but  as  he  appeared 
with  some  zeal,  in  163S,  against  the  commission  which 
vras  issued  to  compel  gentlemen  to  compound  for  not 
having  taken  the  honour  of  knighthood,  to  which  they 
were  obliged  by  an  obsolete  law ;  he  and  his  eldest  son, 
Hejiry,  virere  censured  for  it  in  the  court  of  Star-cham- 
ber, in  1633 ;  sir  David  was  declared  incapable  of  all 
the  offices  and  places  which  he  held,  was  committed 
prisoner  to  the  Fleet  during  his  majesty's  pleasure, 
fined  50001.  to  the  kin^,  and  3000L  to  lord  Wentworth: 
for  the  payment  of  which  fines,  he  was  forced  to  sell 
part  t>f  his  estate.  His  son  and  heir,  Henry,  was  also 
committed  prisoner  to  the  Fleet  durine  his  majesty's 
pleasure,  and  fined  500L  Sir  David  m.  Cordelia, 
daughter  of  William  Fleetwood,  esq.  Serjeant  at  law, 
and  recorder  of  London,  in  the  reign  of  queen  Eliza- 
beth, by  whom  he  had  issues  daughters:  1.  Anne,  vrife 
of  George  Purvis,  doctor  of  physic ;  2.  Elizabeth,  d.

Sir  JOHN  PAKINGTON,  bart  LL.D.  bom  in  1760, 
succeeded  his  father,  sir  Herbert  Perrot,  in  1795. 

The  antiquity  of  this  family  is  unquestionable :  it  is 
manifest  from  the  foundation  of  the  monastery  of  Ke- 
nelworth,  that  they  flourished  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I. 
Robert  Pakington  liyed  in  the^reign  of  Henry  IV. 

I.  Sir  JOHN,  son  of  sir  John  Pakington,  K.B.  a  great 
favourite  of  queen  Elizabeth,  was  the  first  baronet.  He 
was  member  for  Aylesbury,  andd.  Oct.  29,  1624,  in  the 
9Uh  year  of  his  age,  leaving  issue,  by  Frances,  daugh- 
ter of  sir  John  Ferrers,  of  Tamworth,  co.  Leicester, 
knt.  John,  and  a  daughter,  wife,  first  of  colonel  Wash- 
ington, and  2dly,  of  Samuel  Sandys,  but  d.  withoot 
issue  in  1698.  Frances,  their  mother,  was,  by  a  2d  m. 
the  wife  of  Alexander  Lesley,  earl  of  Leven. 

II.  Sir  JOHN,  his  only  son,  was  elected  one  of  the 
knights  for  Worcestershire,  in  15  Charles  I.  and  when 
the  rebellion  broke  out,  was  a  member  for  Aylesbuiy. 
He  was  entrusted  by  the  king,  in  1642,  with  a  commis- 
sion for  arraying  men  for  his  service  in  Worcestershire ; 
on  account  of  which  he  was  taken  prisoner,  committed 
to  the  Tower,  and  fined  5000Z.  had  his  estate  seques- 
tered, his  house,  in  Buckinghamshire,  (one  of  the  best 
in  that  county,)  levelled  with  the  ground,  and  such 
great  wastes  committed  in  his  woods,  that  an  estimate 
of  his  loss,  now  remaining  in  the  hand-writinff  of  his 
lady,  amounts  to  20,348/.  Notwithstanding  he  had 
sulfered  so  much  for  his  loyalty,  he  had  the  courage  to 
go  with  a  troop  of  horse  to  Charles  II.  at  the  battle  of 
Worcester,  and  was  taken  prisoner  there ;  but  when 
the  rebels  tried  him  for  his  life,  (upon  an  indictment  of 
his  raising  and  heading  a  troop  at  the  battle  of  Worces- 
ter,) they  could  not  procure  one  witness  to  swear  against 
him ;  he  was  therefore  acquitted,  and  set  at  liberty,  but 
was  afterwards  fined  7670/.

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His  lady  ii^as  one  of  the  daughters  of  Thomas,  16rd 
Coventry,  keeper  of  the  great  seal  of  England,  a  most 
accomplished  person,  and  bright  example  for  wisdom 
and  piety ;  she  was  the  reputed  author  of  the  Whole 
Duty  qf  Man,  She  was  buried,  May  13,  1679,  and  sir 
John,  Jan.  3,  following.  He  left  a  son,  John,  and  2 
daughters :  one,  the  wife  of  Anthony  Eyre,  esq.  j  and 
'  the  other,  of  William  Godfrey,  esq.  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  son, 

in.  Sir  JOHN,  who .  sel'ved  in  parliament  in  the 
reigns  of  Charles  II.  and  James  II.  as  one  of  the 
knights  for  Worcestershire.  He  was  buried  the  28th  of 
March,  1688 :  and  by  Margaret,  daughter  of  sir  John 
Key t,  of  Ebrington,  co.  Gloucester,  bart.  left  one  only 
son  and  heir, 

IV.  Sir  JOHN,  who,  in  170*2,  made  a  complaint  to 
the  house  of  commons,  against  William  Lloyd,  lord  bi- 
shop of  Worcester,  and  Mi*.  Lloyd,  his  son,  for  inter- 
fering in  the  election  for  the  county  of  Worcester,  in 
consequence  of  which  tliey  were  censured  by  the  house^ 
and  the  bishop  was  removed  from  his  office  of  lord  almo* 
ner  to  the  queen.  Sir  John  was  constantly  elected  one 
of  the  knights  co.  Worcester  in  every  parliament  from 
liis  first  being  chosen,  at  19  yeai's  of  age,  (except  one, 
when  he  voluntarily  declined  it,)  to  his  death,  notwith- 
standing the  powerful  opposition  which  was  generally 
made  against  him ;  and  was  recorder  of  the  city  of 
Worcester.

By  his  2d  wife,  Hester,  daughter 
and  sole  heiress  of  sir  Herbert  Perrot,  knt  who  d.  in

'  V.  Sir  HERBERT  PERROT,  who  succeeded  his 
father,  not  onljj^  in  title  and  estate,  but  his  deat  in  pai^ 
liamentfor^e  county  oi  Worcester ;  m.  in  1721,  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  of  John  Conyers,  of  Walthamstow,  ico,

F.R.S.  horn  Dec.  29, 
1753,  succeeded  his  father,  sir  Cecil,  Sept.  1779 ;  mur* 
ried,  in  July,  1782,  Harriet-Anne,  daughter  of  William 
Southwell,  esq.  of  Frampton,  in  Gloucestershire,  uncle 
to  Edward,  lord  de  Clifford,  and  has  issue,  1.  Cecil, 
lieotenant  in  thefirst  regiment  of  foot  guards,  d.  of  the 
iTMQds  vee^Ted  in  an  action  with  a  detachment  c^the

Of  this  family  was  Benedict  Biscopp  or  Bisaltopp,  a 
Saxon,  who  was  a  soldier  in  his  youth,  but  afterwards 
a  monk.  He  d.  of  the  palsy,  Jan.  12,  690,  and  was  bu- 
ried  in  the  church  of  AVeremouth.  An  ancient  MS.  de- 
ducing the  descent  of  this  family  from  Sibella,  the'sister 
of  Benedict,  existed  some  years  ago  in  the  north  of 
England.

This  family,  on  the  marriage  of  Thomas  Vincent,  esq. 
in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabetii,  with  Jane,  only  daugh- 
ter and  heir  to  Thomas  Lvfield,  of  Stoke  D'Abemon, 
esq.  (who  is  supposed  to  have  been  descended  mater- 
nally from  king  Harold,)  became  possessed  of  that  in> 
heritance,  which  seat  has  ever  since  been  their  principal 
residence  -,  though  they  were  for  ages  before  eminent 
in  the  county  of  Northampton.  Some  of  the  family 
were  also  at  Swineford,  in  Leicestershire :  for  in  10 
Cdw.  II.  Miles  Vincent  was  owner  of  many  lands  there.

Sept.  2, 1780,  of  the  Native  Cavalry,  Madras,  d,  at 
Canton,  in  China,,  Oct.  30, 1810 ;  3.  Edward,  6.  March 
27,1782;  4.  James-Francis,  6.  Oct.  3,  1784;  5.  John- 
Michael,  b,  Feb,  22,  1788,  who  was  killed  by  the  in- 
surgents in  the  mutiny  at  Vellore,  near  Madras,  in 
1806 ;  6.

This  family  is  presumed  to  be  of  Saxon  origin.  Sir 
Roger  de  Tichebume,  a  valiant  and  daring  knight,  wag 
possessed  of  the  lordship  of  Tichbume,  in  Hampshire, 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  11.  and  by  marriage  with  Ma- 
bell,  sole  heir  of  the  family  of  Lymerston,  in  the  Isle 
of  Wiffht,  had  also  possession  of  that  estate,  and  left 
issue  by  her  2  sons  and  a  daughter :  sir  Walter  dc 
TUhboume^kui,)  Geffery^  and  Phelippe. 
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•  In  the  sncceeding  generations,  this  fkmily  continned 
to  be  of  great  note  and  consequence  in  the  county  of 
Hants,  which  they  frequently  represented  in  parlia- 
ment; and, 

I.  Sir  BENJAMIN  TICHBORNE,  was  created  a 
baronet,  and  received  other  honours  and  emoluments 
from  king  James  I.  to  whom  he  had  rendered  himself 
particularly  acceptable,  by  his  forwardness  in  pro- 
claiming his  accession  to  the  crown  of  England^ 
throughout  his  county,  without  waiting  for  any  orders

Gratwick,  esq.  Walter,  2d  son,  knishted  Nov.  16, 
1604,  m,  Mary,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Robert  White, 
esq.  son  of  sir  John  White,  lord  mayor  of  London, 
and  from  this  sir  Walter  descended  James  Tichbome, 
of  Frimley  and  Aldershot,  esq. ;  likewise  by  a  2d  son 
of  the  said  Walter,  descended  sic  Benjamin  Tichbome, 
of  Rickmansworth,  co.  Hertford,  knt.  Benjamin,  his 
Sd  son,  knighted  Aug.  29,  1618,  and  elected  for  Pe- 
tersfield  in  2  parliaments  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  d. 
without  issue.  Henry,  his  4th  son,  distinguished  him- 
self in  Ireland  during  the  great  rebellion  in  that  coun- 
try, in  which  this  branch  of  the  family  settled,  and  in 
the  first  year  of  George  I.  Henry,  grandson  of  t;|ie 
above  named  sir  Henry  (after  having  been  created  a 
baronet),  was  created  in  1715,  baron  Ferrard,  of  Fer- 
rard,  co.  Louth.  But  this  peerage  became  extinct  in 
him,  his  only  son  (except  2  who  d,  young)  having 
been,  in  his  father's  lifetime,  cast  away  and  lost,  in  hit 
passage  from  Ireland  to  England.

Sir  CHARLES  HARCOURT  PALMER,  bart.  suc^ 
ceeded  his  grandfather,  sir  Charles,  Nov.  8, 1773. 

The  Palmers  of  Wingliam^  are  descended  from  a 
very  ancient  family  at  Angmerin,  in  the  county  of 
Sussex.  The  surname  of  Ptumer  owes  its  rise  to  that 
zeal  which  for  some  ages  drew  many  persons  of  dis- 
tinction to  embark  in  the  crusades  for  carrying  on  the 
Holy  War.  The  soldiers  who  returned  home  frequently 
brought  a  branch  of  Palm,  of  the  growth  of  Palestine, 
and  wpre  it  as  a  sacred  badge  and  token  that  the^  had 
performed  their  vows  of  fighting  against  the  inndels ; 
and  from  this  they  were  called  Palmers,  as  sir  Henry 
Spejman  tells  us.  In  the  number  of  these  warriors 
were  some  of  the  ancestors  of  this  ancient  family.

The  first  person  of  any  note  in  this  family  is  sir 
Fronds  Drake,  one  of  our  most  distinguished  naval  he- 
roes, in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.

Sir  GRAY  SKIPWITH,  bart.  succeeded  sir  Pey- 
ton, Oct.  9, 1805 :  married,  April  22,  1801,  Harriet,  Sd 
daughter  of  Gore  Townsend,  of  Honington,  co.  War- 
wick, esq.  and  has  issue,  Anna,  6.  Jan.  21,  1802 ;  T%o- 
mas-Georgey  ^  Feb.  9,  1869 ;  Selina,  b,  March  26, 1804 ; 
Harriet,  6.  June  23,  1805 ;  Louisa,  b.  June  24,  1806 ; 
William,  b.  Dec.  2, 1807 ;  Marianne,  6.  Jan.  5,  1809  ;

There  is  a  tradition  bv  which  this  family  is  traced  te 
n  very  ancient  Saxon  origin ;  but  Hasted,  in  his  History 
•f  Kent,  sayi^  the  only  account  be  hat  been  able  t« 

gather 
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father  from  the  family  papers^  is,  that  the  family  of 
Bering  is  descended  from  Norman  de  Morinit,  whose  am 
cestor  Vitalis  FUz'Oaberty  lived  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II. 
and  which  Norman  had  a  son  named  JJeringus  de  Mih- 
rinis. 

I.  Sir  EDWARD,  the  15th  in  descent  fhmi  Derin* 
gus,  was  knighted  Jan.  22,  1618;  made  lieutenant  of 
Dover  Castle,  and  created  a  baronet  on  Feb.  1,  1626, 
and  was  afterwards  one  of  the  knights  in  parliament 
for  Kent.  He  was  a  man  of  parts  and  learning,  his 
vanity  to  show  which,  induced  aim  to  present  to  the 
house  of  commons  a  bill  for  extirpating  bishops,  deans, 
and  chapters,  vdiich  he  did  wiui  two  verses  of  Ovid, 
the  application  of  which  was  said  to  be  his  greatest 
motive.

Hit  repentance  and  apology  for  this  conduct  offend'

king,  he  liad  the  command  of  a  regiment  of  horse, 
which  post  illness  made  him  relinquish,  and  retiring 
with  his  wifb  and  children  to  one  of  hjs  fkrm-houses, 
he  there  died  on  June  22,  -1644.  During  his  continu. 
ance  vnth  the  king,  his  whole  estate  was  confiscated, 
his  newly  furnish^  house  was  four  several  times  plun-

ranks  qf  people,  and  the  gi'eat  regret  trAtcfc  they  feel  at  his 
loss,  it  be  made  the  request  qf  this  house  to  lady  Trelawny, 
that  her  ladyship  consents  thixt  bis  excellency's  funeral  be  at 
ihe  public  expense." 

In  conseauence  of  this '  vote,  a  joint  comntttea  of 
the  honourable  the  council  and  assenibly  was  appointed 
to  arrange  the  funeral:  which,  nofwUhstanding  the 
^rtness  of  time,  was  conducted  wil^  equal  proprie^ 
mdA  magnificence.  Accord- 
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Aceordingly,  on  Sunday  eTenine,  the  l3th  instant, 
the  body  was  enclosed  in  a  coffin  of  lead,  placed  in  an 
outer  shell,  covered  with  common  velvet  and  richly 
furnished,  lay  in  state  in  the  council  chamber,  whidi 
was  hung  with  black,  and  iQuminated  with  large  tapers 
of  wax ;  and,  to  their  great  honour,  the  members  of 
the  legislature,  the  officers  of  the  navy,  army,  and  mi- 
litia, uie  magistrates,  and  all  ranks  of  people,  seemed 
to  vie  with  each  other  in  showing  the  most  grateful 
testimony  of  respect  and  regard  to  the  govemor't 
memory.

Sir  CHARLES-WILLIAM-ROUSE  BOUGHTONj 
bart.  succeeded  his  brother,  sir  Edward,  in  Jan.  1794. 
He  took  the  name  and  arms  of  Aotue,  in  1768,  on  suc^ 
•ceeding  to  an  estate  in  Worcestershire.  After  spend- 
ing much  of  his  early  life  in  India,  he  was  elected 
member  for  Evesham,  in  1780,  and  again  in  ^  1784,  in 
which  year  he  was  appointed  secretary  to  the  board  of 
controul  for  the  affairs  of  India.  In  1791,  he  was 
created  a  baronet,  by  the  title  of  sir  Charles-William- 
Boughton  Rouse,  of  Rouse  Lench,  in  Worcestershire, 
and  of  Downton  Hall,  in  Salop  ;  but  on  succeeding  to 
the  family  baronetage,  he  resumed  his  original  sur- 
name.

Sir  ARTHUR  CHICHESTER,  bart.  succeeded  his 
uncle,  sir  John,  Sept  30, 1808, 

This  family  seems  anciently  to  have  borne  the  name 
of  Cirencester,  and  was  one  of  the  most  eminent  in 
tiie  county  of  Devon,  for  its  antiquity,  estate,  employ- 
ments, and  alliances,  having  flourished  for  several  ge- 
nerations, at  South  Poole,  not  far  from  Kind's  Bridge, 
where  their  most  ancient  habitation  was  :  they  appear 
to  have  changed  their  name  to  Chichester  in  the  t4th 
century. 

Amongst  many  distinguished  ancestors  of  this  ba- 
ronet, was  sir  John  Chichester^  knt.  who  in  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth,  represented  co.

Goodricke  is  a  Saxon  name,  signifying  God's  juris- 
diction. It  is  mentioned  by  Ingulphus,  and  other  his- 
torians of  the  Saxon  times,  and  is  inscribed  upon 
several  old  Saxon  coins.  It  appears  from  the  visitation 
of  Robert  Glover,  Somerset  herald,  that  the  family 
flonrished  for  several  generations  atNortingley  or  Nor* 
4x>nlee  in  Somersetshire,  all  whose  names, .  marriages^ 
and  issue,  are^  specified,  in  ;the.  family  pedigree.  At 
•     I  length 
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length  Henry,  the  3d  son  of  Robert  Goodricke,  of  Nor- 
tinglev,  marrying  an  heiress,  the  daughter  of  Thomai 
Sticktord,  esq.  in  Lincolnshire,  the  family  flourished 
in  that  county,  where,  after  six  generations, 

William  Goodricke^  esq.  had  3  sons,  John,  Thomas, 
and  Henry.  Thomas  was  in  great  favour  with  king 
.  Henry  VIII.  and  was  employed  by  him,  in  several 
negotiations  with  foreign  princes.  He  was  one  of  the 
32  commissioners  empowered  to  reform  the  canon  laws, 
and  was  one  of  the  compilers  of  the  English  liturgy. 
He  was  SO  years  bishop  of  Ely :  and  by  king  Edwara 
YI.  was  made  lord  chancellor  of  England,  from  which 
office  he  was  removed  by  queen  Mary,  and  d.  icitm. 
May  19,  1554. 

Henry^  the  3d  brother,  purchased  Ribston  and  other 
estates,  co.  York,  of  Charles  Brandon,  duke  of  SuflTolk, 
and  d.  1556 ;  m.  Margaret,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of 
sir  Christopher  Rawson,  of  I^ndon,  knt.  and  had 
several  children.

He  m,  Clare,  daugh- 
ter of  Richard  Norton,  of  Norton  Conyers,  co,  York^ 
esq.  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son.  Richard,  who  was 
high  sheriff  co.  York,  1591,  and  d.  1601,  He  m. 
Meriol,  daughter  of  William  lord  Eyre,  and  by  her  had 
several  children,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  sir 
Henry  Goodricke,  knt.  who  d.

This  family  may  vie  in  point  of  antiquity  with  some 
ef  our  proudest  nobility ;  being  of  Saxon  extraction, 
having  flourished  with  distinction  in  the  county  of 
uincoln,  for  centuries,  and  intermarried  in  its  dif- 
ferent branches,  with  tiie  noble  families  of  Leicester^ 
Widdrington  and  Teynham, 

They  are  descended  from  Thoroldua  de  ^uckenholdf 
who  was  sheriff  of  that  county  in  1052,  founder  of 
Spalding  Abbefy  and  brother  to  the  wife  of  Leosric, 
earl  of  Leicester,  the  countess  Godiva,  {vide  Ingul- 
phu8*8  History  of  Croyland)  the  beautiful,  devout,  and 
generous  liberator  of'^  Coventry.  He  was  descended 
from  Thyroid,  Aerlff  of  Lincolnshire,  in  the  reign  of

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Kennlphns,  king  of  Merbia,  and  was  probably  (vide 
CoUins's  EaglMh  baronetage)  the  ancestor  of  that 
TkorM^  who  was  abbot  of  Peterborough,  and  bishop 
of  Beanvois  in  France,  soon  after  the  Conquest. 

About  the  time  of  H«nry  I.  this  family  intermarried

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Sir  HENRY,  the  first  bart.  testified  his  loyalty,  by 
lending  to  king  Charles  I.  a  considerable  sum  of  mo- 
ney, in  his  most  pressing  necessity,  even  at  a  time  when 
there  was  little  probability  of  ever  being  repaid.  Bat 
his  support  of  the  royal  cause  stopped  not  here,  for  he 
(at  his  own  expense)  levied  and  accoutred  a  troop  of 
horse,  in  the  regiment  of  col.  John  Frechevile,  (after- 
wards lord  Frechevile)  whereof  he  himself  was  lieut.- 
col. :  and  this  young  hero,  not  then  32  years  of  age,  at 
the  battle  of  Edge  Hill,  so  signalized  himself,  that  kin^ 
Charles  knighted  him  in  the  field  oi  battle,  and  soon 
after  created  him  a  baronet.  Not  long  after,  making  a* 
bold  attempt  upon  the  enemy,  near  Bestwood  Park,  in 
Nottinghamshire,  in  a  skirmish  with  some  of  the  ad- 
verse party  in  ambush,  he  received  a  cut  with  a  sword 
in  his  elbow,  which  so  disabled  his  right  hand,  that  it

Sir  RANDAL  O'NEILL,  bart.  succeeded  his  father, 

tir  Henry ;  married  Mrs.  Margaret  Thompkins,  by  whom 

he  has  one  son,  WiUiam,  6.  about  1754,  and  one  daug^ 

ter,  Rachael. 

Wotton  says  this  family  is  descended  from  Hugh 
Meyth,  who  was  king  of  Ulster,  in  1122,  when  Henry 
II.  landed  in  Ireland ;  but  as  Henry  11.  did  not  land 
'  in  Ireland  till  1172.  when  Roderic  or  Roger  was  king, 
and  who  succeeded  Murpugh  Mac  Neil,  in  116.8,  pro- 
bably this  last-named  prince  must  be '  the  person  sup- 
posed  the  ancestor  of  this  family.  His  grandson,  Hugh 
Boy  O'Neill,  (from  whom  the  territories  called  the  Clan- 
aboys, 
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aboys,  in  the  counties  of  Down  and  Antrim,  received 
their  names,)  recovered  those  countries  from  the  Eng- 
lish, (wlio  had  conquered  them  from  the  Irish,)  temp. 
Hen.  II.  and  enjoyed  the  -same  till  the  reign  of  king

This  family  derives  its  name  from  the  situation  of  it» 
ancient  seat,  in  the  parish  of  Lankey,  near  Barnstaple^' 
being  in  the  midst  of  large  groves  of  oaks  (in  Saxon: 
signified  by  Ak  or  Ac,)  and  from  thence  called  the  Ac 
or  Oak  land.

Upon  the  decline  of  the  king's  afl^ffSy  lut 
house  was  plundered,  and  himself  6ned  for  his.deUn- 
qnency,  by  the  commissioners  at  Goldsmith's  .^HaU, 
18001. ;  which  not  being  thought  sufficient,  was  after- 
wards, by  vote  in  parliament,  increased  to  4000L;  but 
upon  great  application  it  was  reduced  to  the  first  fine. 
He  was,  in  consideration  of  his  services,  advanced  to 
the  degree  of  a  baronet  -,  but  amidst  the  confusion  of 
the  civil  wars,  the  letters  patent  were  destroyed,  and 
new  ones  not  being  granted  till  the  year  1677,  by  reason 
of  a  lon^  minority  in  this  family,  there  was  in  them 
inserted  a  special  clause  of  precedency,  from  the  date 
of  the  first,  June  24, 1644.

*  Lady  Harriet  Acland  accompanied  her  husband  to 
Canada,  in  1776,  under  the  command  of  General  John 
Burgoyne.  In  the  course  of  that  campaign,  she  had 
traversed  a  vast  space  of  country,  in  di&rent  extre- 
mities of  seasons,  and  with  difficulties  that  an  European 
traveller  will  not  easily  conceive,  to  attend  her  husband 
in  a  poor  hut,  at  Chambl^e,  upon  a  sick  bed. 

In  the  campaign  of  1777,  he  was  severely  wounded, 
and  she  crossed  &e  Lake  Champlain  to  join  him. 

When  he.  recovered,  lady  Harriet  followed  his  for- 
tunes through  the  campaign.  Major  Acland  com- 
manded the  British  grenadiers,  the  most  advanced  post 
of  the  army.  A  tent,  in  which  the  major  and  lady  Har- 
riet were  asleep,  one  night  suddenly  took  fire.  A  Ser- 
jeant of  grenadiers,  with  great  hazard  of  suffocation, 
dragged  out  the  first  person  he  caught  hold  of.  It 
pi^oved  to  be  the  major.  In  the  same  instant,  lady  Har- 
riet made  her  escape,  by  creeping  under  the  walls  of 
the  back  part  of  the  tent.  The  first  object  she  saw 
was  the  major  on  the  other  side ;  and  at  the  same  in-- 
stant  again  in  the  fire,  in  search  of  her.  The  Serjeant 
again  saved  him,  but  not  without  the  major's  being 
very  severely  burnt.  Every  thing  they  had  in  the  tent 
was  consumed. 

This  accident  neither  altered  the  resolution  nor  the 
cheerfulness  of  lady  Harriet,  and  she  continued  her 
progress,  a  partaker  of  the  fatigues  of  the  advanced 
corps.  The  next  call  upon  her  fortitude  was  of  a  dif- 
ferent nature.  On  the  19th,  the  grenadiers  being 
liable  to  action  at  every  step,  she  had  been  directed  by 
the  major  to  follow  the  route  of  the  artillery  and  bag- 
gage, which  was  not  exposed.  When  the  action  com- 
menced, she  alighted  near  an  uninhabited  hut ;  but  be- 
coming general  and  bloody,  the  surgeons  took  posses- 
f  ion  of  the  hut,  as  the  most  convenient  for  the  first  care

of  the  wounded.  Thus  was  the  lady  in  hearing  of  one 
continued  fire,  for  some  hours,  with  the  presumption, 
from  the  post  of  her  husband,  that  he  was  in  the  most 
exposed  part  of  the  action.  She  had  there,  for  female 
companions,  the  baroness  of  JKeidesel,  and  the  wives 
of  major  Uamage,  and  lieutenant  Reynell;  but  in  the 
event  their  presence  added  little  to  her  comfort.  Major 
Harnage  was  soon  brought  to  the  surgeons  very  badly 
wounded,  and  a  little  while  after  came  intelligence, 
that  lieutenant  Reynell  was  shot  dead. 

Ffom  the  date  of  that  action,  to  the  7th  of  October, 
lady  Harriet,  with  her  usual  serenity,  stood  prepared 
for  new  trials,  and  their  severity  increased  with  their 
numbers ;  she  was  again  exposed  to  the  hearing  of  th,e 
whole  action,  and  at  last  received  the  shock  of  her  in- 
dividual misfortune,  mixed  with  the  intelligence  of  the 
general  calamity ;  the  troops  were  defeated,  and  major 
Acland,  desperately  wounded,  was  a  prisoner.  On  the 
succeeding  day,  the  only  refuge  of  these  ladies  vras 
among  tlie  wounded  and  the  dying. 

After  so  long  an  agitation  of  the  spirits,  exhausted, 
not  only  by  want  of  rest,  but  absolutely  want  of  food, 
and  drenched  in  rains  for  twelve  hours  together,  lady 
Harriet,  nevertheless,  passed  to  the  enemy's  camp,  to 
attend  her  husband ;  and  in  an  open  boat,  accompanied 
by  the  rev.  Mr.  Brudenell,  a  female  servant,  and  a 
wounded  valet,  she  rowed  down  the  river  to  meet  the 
enemy.  But  her  distresses  were  not  yet  at  an  end :  the 
night  was  advanced  before  the  boat  reached  the  ene- 
my's out-posts,  and  the  centinel  would  not  let  it  pass, 
nor  even  come  on  shore.  In  vain  Mr.  Brudenell  ofi^ered 
the  flag  of  truce,  and  represented  the  state  of  the  ex- 
traordinary passengers.  The  guard  threatened  to  fire 
into  the  boat,  if  they  stirred  before  daylight.  Her 
anxiety  and  sufferings  were  thus  protracted  through 
seven  or  eight  dark  and  cold  hours ;  but  it  is  due  to 
justice,  at  the  close  of  this  adventure,  to  say,  that  she

was  received  and  accommodated  by  general  Gates,  with 
all  the  humanity  and  respect,  that  her  rank,  Jier  merits, 
and  her  fortunes  deserved.

with  and  obstruct  justice  j  but  allowed  every  person 
liberty  to  recollect  his  thoughts,  and  to  speak  without 
fear,  that  the  truth  might  be  the  better  discovered ;  nei- 
ther would  he  permit  counsel  to  ask  impertinent  que8>- 
tions,  nor  make  long  speeches,  nor  harangues  hi  courts  to 
mislead  juries,  but  heard  all  persons  vnth  great  delibera- 
tion, patience,  indifference,  and  impartiality,  distinguish- 
ing clearly  between  truth  and  falsehood  in  his  directions

York,  by  whom  he  had 
air  Ribtrt  Hitdtford,  a  gentleman  of  considerable  dis- 
tinction daring  the  reigns  of  Hemry  VI.  Edward  IV.  and 
Richard  ill.  who  was  commonly  &tyled  jRofrtJi  «/  jRid- 
dudah,  about  the  9th  of  Edward  IV.  1468 ;  he,  together 
With  sir  John  ConyerSy  and  others,  headed  an  insurrec- 
tion in  the  North,  in  favor  of  the  Lancastrians,  to  tho 
number  of  twenty  thousand  men,  who  meeting  the  earl 
of  Pembroke,  at  the  head  of  eighteen  thousand  Welch- 
men,  at  Danes-More,  near  Edgecote,  co.  Northampton, 
entirely  defi^ated  tliem,  with  the  slaughter  of  five  thou- 
sand men,  and  the  capture  of  the  earl  and  his  brother 
Richard,  who  were  carried  to  Northamptoi^,  and  thera 
(together  with  Richard  Woodeville,  earl  of  Rivers,  fa- 
ther of  king  Edward's  queen,  and  John,  his  son,)  be- 
headed by  the  command  of  George,  duke  of  Clarence, 
and  Nevile,  earl  of  Warwick,  but  after  tke  establish- 
ment  of  the  house  of  York,  it  appears  that  sir  Robtst 
adhesed  firmly  to  thatifamily  ;  since  we  find  him  evn«« 
ployed  to  conduct  five  thousand  men  out  of  the  North, 
to  support  the  coronation  of  Richard  HI.  on  which  ac- 
oasion  he  received  the  honour  of  knighthood.

also  with  king  Charles  1.  at  Oxford,  when  tiiat  gar- 
rison surrendered;  and  soon  after  the  Restoration,  was, 
for  his  faithful  senrices,  (particularly  at  the  battle  or 
Marston-Moor,  near  York,)  and  sufferings  for  the  rojral 
cause,  created  a  baronet.

lieutenant  in  1379.  In  1395,  he  signalized  himself,  at 
Roxburgh  Castle,  in  Scotiand.  He  was  a  negociator 
in  the  submission  of  Richard  IIv  In  Percy*s  rebellion, 
he  took  the  castle»  of  Pomfret  and  York  for  the  king. 
In  1407,  he  obtained  a  grant  of  tlie  Isle  of  Man,  for 
himself  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  with  the  style  and  title 
of  King  in  Man.  In  1409,  he  was  made  a  K.  G.  con- 
stable of  Windsor  Castle^  and  on  the  accession  of 
Henry  V.  -  once  more  appotnted-lord  lieutenant  of  Ire- 
land*    He  d,  in  1413.

SHUCKBURGH,  of  Shuckburgh,  Warwickshire* 
June  26, 1660. 

Sir  FRANCIS  SHUCKBURGH,  bart  Mcceeded  big 
father,  sir  Stukeley,  Jaly  it,  1809. 

This  family  is  of  very  great  antiquity  in  the  connty 
of  Warwick,  and  is  supposed  to  be  descended  f^om  ar 
younger  son  of  Turchil,  earl  of  Warwick ;  but  their 
ancestors  have  been  seated  at  Shuckburgh,  and  have 
borne  that  name,  at  least  ever  since  the  year  1138. 

Sir  Richard  Skuekhurgh,  knt.  father  to  the  first  ba- 
ronet, was  representative  ^  Warwickshire,  in  par- 
Uament,  1641.  As  king  Charles  I.  marched  to-  Eclg- 
cottj  near  Banbury,  on  Oct.  22, 1642,  he  saw  him  hnnt- 
iBf  in  the  fields;  upon  which,  he  fetched  a  deep  sigh, 
and  asked,  vHio  that  gentleuHui  was,  that  hunted  so 
merrily  that  morning,  when  he  was  going  to  fight  far 
his  crown  and  dignity :  and  being  told  itvras  sir  Rkk- 
ard  ShMckbwfh,  1^  was  ordered  to  be  called  to  him,  and 
was  very  graciously  received :  upon  which  he  went  im- 
nediately  home,  armed  all  his  tenanto,  and  the  next  day 
attended  on  him  in  the  field,  where  he  was  knighted; 
and  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Edgehill.  After  his 
majesty's  retreat  from  those  parts,  he  went  to  his  own 
seat,  and  fortified  himself  on  the  top  of  Shuckburgh 
Hill,  where,  being  attacked  by  son^e  of  the  parliament 
forces,  he  defended  himself  till  he  fell,  with  most  of  his 
tenants  about  him ;  but  being  taken  up,  and  life  per- 
ceived in  him,  he  was  carried  away  prisoner,  first  td 
Northampton,  and  from  thence  to  Kenilworth  Castle, 
where  he  lay  a  considerable  time,  and  was  forced  to 
purchase  his  liberty  at  a  dear  rate.

The  name  and  family  of  Boothby,  is  of  much  greater 
antiquity,  in  this  nation,  than  the  Norman  Conquest. 

Csunden,  in  his  Britannia,  speaking  of  Ldncolnshire, 
says,  '  The  hundred  or  wapentake  of  Boothby,  Boothby 
Paynell,  a  market  town,  and  a  gentleman's  old  seat, 
called  Boothby  (at  this  time  all  in  being,  under  that 
name,)  were  so  denominated  from  one  Boothby/  of 
very  ancient  time,  there  inhabiting ;  the  heir,  general 
of  which  m.  Paynell,  lord  of  Bampton,  co.  Devon. 

Theobaldus  de  Boothby  was  governor  of  Ponteffact 
Castle,  CO.  York,  which  he  held  a  long  time,  against 
the  Lancastrians,  in  the  civil  wars  between  the  house 
of  York  and  Lancaster. 

Henry  Boothi)y  was  created  baronet  by  king  Qiarles 
I.  by  letters  patent,  d^ted  Nov.  5,  1644,  by  ms  majes- 
ty's sign  manual;  but  the  civil  wars  prevented  its 
passing  the  seals,  at  that  time.

There  is  a  tradition,  that  this  ancient  family  is  de- 
scended from  Wolstan,  earl  of  EUenden  ^now  called 
Wilton,)  who  m,  the  sister  of  Egbert,  the  first  Endish 
monarch.  Another  asserts  (upon  a  relation  of  sir 
Walter  Littleton,  chancellor  of  Lichfield,)  that  one  of 

the  Dixeys  m.  the  daughter  and  heiress  of fVol- 

Stan,  of  WoUiaUy  co.  Warwick,  about  seven  hundred 
years  since;  and,  in  confirmation  of  the  same,  a  piece 
of  alabaster  was,  not  many  years  ago,  found  under  a 
pillar  in  Wolvey  church,  near  WoUtan,  wilii  this  in- 
scription in  old  characters,  viz.  WoUtan  Dixey,  in  the 
year  qf  our  Lord,  1100.  But  Dugdale,  in  his  Warwfck- 
shire,  intimates,  that  JVolstan  was  so  called,  from  some 
Saxon  possessor,  named  Wulfric,  among  whom,  Wol- 
stan was  a  proper  christian  name.  The  first  we  find, 
in  the  visitations  of  the  Herald,  is, 

Wolstan  Dixey,  living  about  the  reign  of  Edw.  III. 
who  was  seated  at  Catworth,  co.  Huntingdon.

The  family  of  Honywood,  anciently  written  Hene- 
wood,  take  their  name  from  the  manor  of  Henewood, 
in  the  parish  of  Postling,  in  Kent,  where  they  resided 
in  king  Henry  III*'s  reign,  when  Edmund  de  Utmewood 
(or  Uonywood,  as  the  name  was  afterwards  spelt,)  of

King  Edward,  the  Confessor,  had  a  royal  palace  at 
Brill,  or  Brehul,  in  Bucks,  to  which  he  often  retired, 
for  the  pleasure  of  hunting  in  his  Forest  of  Bemwood. 
This  forest,  it  is  said,  was  much  infested  by  a  wild 
boar,  which  was  at  last  slain  by  one  Nigel,  a  hunts- 
man, who  presented  the  boar's  head  to  the  king ;  and 
for  a  reward,  the  king  gave  to  him  one  hyde  of  arable 
land,  called  Derehyde,  and  a  wood  called  Hulewode, 
with  the  custody  of  the  forest  of  Bemwood,  to  hold  to 
him  and  his  heirs,  per  unum  cornu,  auod  est  charts 

1>r«dicta  forestra.  Upon  this  grouna  Nip^el  built  a 
odge,  or  mansion-house,  called  Borstall,  in  memory 
of  the  slain  boar.  .  For  proof  of  tbis,  in  a  large  folio 
vellum  book,  containing  transcripts  of  charters,  and 
evidences  relating  to  Siis  es^te,.  (supposed  to  have 

.  been 
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been  written  in  or  before  the  reign  of  Henry  the 
Sixth,)  is  a  mde  delineation  of  the  site  of  Borstall 
hotse,  and  manor ;  and  under  it,  the  figure  of  a  man, 
presenting  on  his  knees,  to  the  king,  the  head  of  a 
boar,  on  tiie  point  of  a  sword;  and  the  king  returning 
to  him,  a  c6at  of  arms,  arg.  a  fess,  G.  between  two 
crescents,  and  a  horn,  vert. 

The  same  figure  of  a  l>oar*8  head  was  carved  on  the 
head  of  an  old  bedstead,  now  remaining  in  the  tower 
or  lodge,  of  that  ancient  house,  or  castle;  and  the  arms 
are  now  to  be  seen  in  the  windows,  and  in  other  parts. 
And  M'hat  is  of  greatest  authority,  the  original  horn, 
tipt  at  each  end  with  silver,  gilt,  fitted  with  wrea^tin 
4>f  leather,  to  bang  about  the  neck,  with  an  old  brass 
■eal  ring,  a  plate  of  brass,  with  the  sculpture -of  a 
horn,  and  several  lesser  plates  of  silver,  gilt,  with 
fieurs  de  lis,  (supposed  to  be  the  arms  of  Lisures,  wte 
intruded  into  this  estate  and  office,  at  or  toon  after 
the  Conquest,  has  been  all  along  preserved  by  Uie  lords 
cf  Borstafl,  under  the  name  of  NigeVs  horn;  and  is 
now,  1807,  in  the  possession  of  sir  John  Aubrey, 
baronet,)  to  whom  this  estate  has  descended  without 
alienation  or  ibrfeitnre,  prior  the  Ck)nqne8t  to  the  pre- 
sent  time,  by  several  heirs  female,  from  the  family  of 
Kigel  to  that  of  Aubrey. 

The  Borstall  horn,  and  chartulary,  were,  by  per- 
mission of  sir  John  Aubrey,  exhibited  to  the  Society 
of  Antiquaries,  by  Mr.  Southouse,  member  of  the  said 
society;  who  have  caused  to  be  engraved,  this  very 
interesting  memorial,  and  instrument  of  ancient  con- 
veyance, and  the  curious  plan  of  the  manor,  taken  at 
the  time  of  compiling  the  chartulary,  as  described  by 
bishop  Kennet. 

An  inquisition  was  taken  in  the  reign  of  king  Henry 
the  Third,  A.D.  1266,  in  which  are  the  following 
words;  Pnedictus  Wilhelmus  filius  Nigelli  etanteces- 
sores  sui  tenuerunt  dictas  terram  et  ballivam  de  domino 
rege  ante  tempus  conquestiks  Anglis  per  unum  comu, 
quod  est  charta  praedictae  forestae. 

This  horn  is  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  the  bison. 

#r  bufialo^  and  is  of  a  dark  brown  colour,  variegated 
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arid  T^ned  like  tortoise  sbell.  It  is  two  feet  tWi- 
inches  long,  on  the  convex  foefid)  atid  twenty-three 
inches  dn  the  concave. .  The  inside,  at  the  large  end, 
is  three  iilches  diameter;  bein^  perforated  there  so  as 
to  leave  the  thickness  only  of  half  an  inch  for  about 
three  inches  deep ;  but  further  in,  it  is  thicker,  being 
npt  so  much,  or  so  neatly,  perforated. 

Willislni  de  Lisures  intruded,  as  iord  of  the  fee  of 
Borstall)  temp,  W.  Conq. :  Fulk  de  Lisures  succeeded 
him,  t^p.  Hen.  I.  and  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
William,  who  died,  2  Richard  1. 1190,  having  granted 
his  fefe  of  Bersttill,  and  the  office  of  forester  of  Bern- 
wood,  to  William  Fitz-Nigel ;  from  this  pretended  title 
to  Borstall^  and  the  custody  of  Bemwood,  it  seems 
that  one  of  ttie  family  of  Lisures  had  it  certified  that 
being  fbrester  of  fee  to  the  king,  he  vras,  by  his  office, 
obliged  to  attend  him  in  his  army,  well  fitted  with 
horse  and  anus,  his  horn  hanging  about  his  neck. 
Borstall  being  tiius  restored  to  its  original  lords,  the 
Nigels;  William  Fitz-Nigei  died  1204;  3.  John,  leay- 
tng  by  Mabil,  his  wife,  John,  his  son  and  heir,  who 
paid  the  king  ten  marks  for  his  father's  office,  and 
Hcens6  to  marry.  He  died  1334,  18  Hedry  III.  leav- 
ing by  his  Wife  Isolda,  John,  his  son  and  heir,  who 
died  1500,  29  Edw.  I.  leaving  issue,  en  only  daughter, 
Joan,  married  to  John  Handlo,  to  whom  he  conveyed 
this  estate.  Her  mother,  Isabel,  released  to  her,  and 
her  husband,  all  her  right  and  doWer,  in  this  and 
other  manors,  1305.  In  131«,  5  Edw.  II.  the  king 
granted  license  to  sir  John  Handlo  to  fortify  his  house 
at  Borstal!,  with  a  waH  of  lune  and  stone.  He  died 
1846,  20  Edw.  III.  leaving  for  his  heir,  Richard,  his 
grandson,  seven  years  old.  Upon  his  deatli  1355,  29 
Edw.  III.  this  manor  came  in  property  to  his  eldest 
sister,  Margaret,  who  took  to  her  second  husband 
John  de  Aj[>nlby;  her  sister,  Elizabeth,  married  sir 
Edmdnd  de  la  Pole,  who,  in  her  right,  succeeded  to 
this  manor,  on  the  deolli  of  Margaret  and  her  husband 
without  issue.  Catharine  de  la  Pc4e,  second  daughter 
of  Elizabeth,  mnd  sir  £dnnind,married  Robert  James,  esq. 
who,  in  her  right,  on  the  death  of  her  elder  aister,  bad  this 

manor. 
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wiHtiory  and  died  1432,  10  Hen.  VT.  leaving  issae 
Christina,  wife  of  Edmund  Rede,  esq.  who  died  1430, 
9  Hen.  VI.  In  his  descendants  it  oontinned  for  three 
lirenerations,  till,  by  marriage  of  Catharine,  his  great- 
ffrand-daoghter,  with  Thomas  Dynham,  esq.  it  was  held 
by  that  family  for  near  70  years ;  and  passed  thence 
by  marriage  to  Lawrence  Banistre,  esq.  His  daugh- 
ter, Margaret,  gave  it  to  William  Lewis,  esq.  1648,  as 
did  their  Eldest  daughter,  Mary,  to  her  second  hus- 
band, sir  John  Aubrey,  baronet,  ancestor  to  the  pre- 
sent possessor. 


MOSTYN,  of  MosTYN  Hall,  Flintshire. 
Aug.  3, 1660. 

Sir  THOMAS  MOSTYN,  bart.  knight  of  the  shire 
for  the  county  of  Flint,  in  the  last  and  present  pariia- 
ments,  succeeded  hb  father,  sir  Roger,  July  26, 1796. 

The  family  of  Mottenj  co.  Flint,  (which  is  the  true 
name,  though,  in  compliance  with  the  pronunciation  of 
the  country,  it  is  usually  written,  Mostpi)  is  descended 
from  Tudor  Trevor,  lord  of  Bromfield,  Chirk,  Maelor, 
Whittington,  and  Oswaldstree.  He  was  earl  of  Here- 
ford, in  right  of  his  mother,  Rheingar,  erand-daughter 
and  heiress  of  Caradoc  Vraichfras,  earl  of  Hereford, 
who  was  slain  far^  the  Saxons,  788,  or  796,  to  revenge 
the  death  of  Offa,  their  king,  killed  in  the  battle  of 
Ruddlan,  ft  years  before.  This  Caradoc  is  styled,  in 
the  History  of  Cambria,  published  by  Dr.  Powell, 
1584,  king  of  North  Wales,  on  account  of  his  great 
possessions  in  that  country ;  for,  being  driven  out  of 
his  own  estate,  by  Ethelbald,  king  of  Mercia,  after  the 
battle  of  Hereford,  Conan  TincUethwy,  then  king  of 
Wales,  received  him,  and  gave  him  the  lands  between 
Chester  and  Conway,  to  inhabit. 

T^idor  Trevor  (who,  in  the  British  cenealogies,  is 

reckoned  to  be  lineally  descended  from  Yortigem,  king 
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of  the  Brttons,)  ».  Gwaleddis,  orAagfaarad)  daughter 
of  HoMv^U  Dda,  king  of  all  Wales ;  by  whom  he  ba«l 
three  sons^ 

This  Tudor  Trevor  lived  about  A.  D.  924,  and  his 
usual  residence  was  at  lAys  Pengwem^  in  Chirkland, 
€0.  Deabigh,  which  scite,  and  lands  about  it  (thou^ 
the  house  has  long  been  destroyed)  is  in  the  possession 
of  the  family  to  this  dc^y. 

The  wife  of  Jevon,  the  8tli  in  descent  from  Tndor, 
was  grand-daughter  of  Eleanor,  eldest  daughter  of  £dw. 
I.  and  queen  Eleanor. 

I.  Sir  ROGER,  took  arms  in  defence  of  Charles  I. 
and  raised  1500  meh  for  his  service,  at  his  own  ex- 
pense, whom  he  also  maintained:  and  after  he  had 
taken  the  castle  of  Hawarden,  enteted,  with  his  regi- 
ment, into  Chester,  then  besieged  by  the  rebels.  He 
also  repaired  the  castle  of  Flint,  at  his  own  charge,  of 
'Wirich  he  was  appointed  governor,  and  kept  it  for  the 
crown,  enduring  a  long  siege,  and  the  greatest  hard- 
ships ;  and  though  reduced  to  the  lasttrecessity,  did  not 
deliver  it  up.  Until  he  had  the  king's  special  order.  He 
spent  above  sixty  thousand  pounds  in  the  service  of 
the  crown;  and  had  his  hovse  at  Mosty«,  SO  pluadeired 
and  stripped,  that  he  was  forced  for  several  years  la 
live  at  a  mrm4iouse,  in  his  neighbourhood,  afler  he  had 
obtMned  his  liberty,  from  bis  imprisoument  in  the 
eastle  of  Conway.  He  was,  oii  the  restoration  of  the 
royal  family,  ci-eated  a  barionet.  He  m.  first,  Pru^ 
dence,  daughter  of  sir  ^Martin  LioHey,  of  BaTfield,co. 
Essex,  bert.  hy  whom  he  had  2  sons,  Thomas  and  Ro- 
ger, Who  both  d.  yoang ;  and  S  daughters,  Jane,  WKfe 
•of  Roger  Puieston,  esq.  and  afterwards  of.  sir  Johki 
Trevor,  knt.  masler  of  t^  rolls ;  atvd  Mary,  wife  of 
William  Saiisbary^  of  Rug,  eo.  Merionisth,  esiq.  who 
iiad  issue.  .  Sm*  Roger,  tn.  2dly,  Mary,  the  -eldest  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas,  vtecount  Bulketey,  and  had  5  fions,  and 
3  dcnghters, .  most  of  whom  tU  yoang ;  Roger,  the  ad 
son,  d,  mrm, ;  Richard,  the  3d  son,  m.  Chark>tta>Theo- 
phila,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Joha,  ($on  and  heir  to 
«iriiewehn  Digby,  by  Venetia,  daughter  and  co-heiress 
«f  sir  Edward  StaBley,  K.  B.  a  desceodatft  itam  the  an- 
cient 
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eient  barons  'Audleigb,)  by  whom  he  had  2  daughters : 
Bridget,  wife  of  Lytton  Lytton,  of  Knibworth,  co. 
Herts,  esq.  and  Charlotte,  wife  of  Richard,  youngest 
son  of  sir  William  Williams,  bart.  Sir  Roger  tn,  Sly, 
Lumley,  daughter  of  — r-  Coetmor,  esq.  by  whom  he 
had  no  issue.     He  d,  in  1726. 

II.  Sir  THOMAS,  eldest  son  of  sir  Roger  by  bis  dd 
wife,  m.  Bridget,  only  daughter  and  heiress  of  D'Arci 
Savage,  of  Lei^htoB,co.  Chester,  grandsonof  sir  Thomas, 
the  first  earl  Rivers  of  the  name  of  Savage,  by  Elizabeth, 
eldest  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Thomas,  lord  D*Arcle, 
in  whose  right  be  inherited  the  manors  of  Beeston, 
Peckforton,  Leightoo,  Great  Neston,  and  Thornton, 
with  other  lands  in  the  palatinate  of  Chester,  and  by  her 
had  7  sons  and  4  daughters,  who  all  d.  voimg,  except 
Roger,  Thomas,  and  John.

Sir  GEORGE  OSBORN,  bart  a  general  of  his  ma- 
jesty's forces,  colonel  of  the  40th  regiment  of  foot,  and 
a  groom  of  his  majesty's  bedchamber,  born  May  19, 1742 ; 
succeeded  his  father,  sir  Danvers,  in  1753;  married, 
Ist,  in  1771,  Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heiress  of 
John  Bannister,  esq.  by  whom  lie  had  one  son,  John, 
one  of  the  knights  of  the  shire  for  the  county  of  Bed- 
ford, in  1790,  1796,  1802,  and  1806,  and  colonel  of  the 
Bedford  regiment  of  militia;  m.  Sept.  14, 1809,  Frede- 
ricarAugosta-Louisa,  daughter  of  the  late  sir  Charles 
Danvers,  bart.  and  has  issue,  Elizabeth  Heneage,  b, 
Sept.  1811.  sir  George  married  2dly,  Aug.  22,  1778, 
lady  Heneage  Finch,  daughter  of  Daniel,  7th  earl  of 
Winchilsea  and  3d  earl  of  Nottingham  (by  Mary^ 
daughter  and  coheiress  of  sir  Thomas  Palmer,  of 
Wingham,  in  Kent,  bart.) 

This  family  is  supposed  to  have  come  out  of  the 
north,  and  to  have  settled  in  Essex ;  where  we  find, 
situated  at  Pnrleigh,  in  that  county,  in  1442,  Peter, 
who,  besides  several  other  children,  of  whom  one  was 
a  priest,  another  a  nun  at  Maiden,  left  Riehard,  lii* 
son  and  heir.

Joly  15, 175f^ 
at  Lisbon,  and  was  a^^Iajor  in  the  army.'  He  m.  M^^ 
lissa,  daughter  of  the  rev.  Mr.  Long,  and  left  issue 
Melissa.  The  daughter  was  Harriott,  who  d.  an  infant, 
on  her  passage  from  India.  The  5th  son  of  sir  Thomas 
was  Richard,  L.L.D.  of  Jesus  College,  Cambridge ; 
he  was  commissioner  of  the  Salt  Office,  and  d,  Sept. 
21, 1761,  unm. ;  6.  Frederic,  barrister  at  law,  one  of 
the  commissioners  of  the  revenues,  in  Ireland,  after- 
wards a  commissioner  of  excise  in  England ;  and  then 
a  comptroller  of  the  accounts  in  that  office ;  d.  March 
8, 1768,  having  been  twice  m. ;  Ist,  to  Elizabeth,  relict 
of  Adam  Carbonel,  esq.  secretary  to  John,  the  great 
duke  of  Marlborough.  She  c/.  Jan.  27, 1736-7,  by  whom 
he  had  2  sons,  Frederic  and  Arthur,  who  both  d.  young  ; 
also  3  daughters  ;  Anne  and  Frapces,  d.  young,  another 
Anne,  wife  of  Thomas,  earl  of  Chichester ;  by  whom  he 
had  7  children.

IV.  Sir  CHARLES  HENRVj  eldest  son  of  Henry, 
governor  of  Bengal.  He  was  many  years  collector  of

one  of  the  great  ancles  of  the  first  sir  John  Colleton  went 
to  recover  possession  of  some  snail  estate,  belonging 
to  the  family  in  that  dnchy ;  sold  it,  and  there  d,  with- 
ont  issne.  By  a  Tery  ancient  grant,  firom  Reginald  4e 
Vittecore  to  Tlwm$  CoiMvn,  of  an  estate,  and  by  sab- 
sequent  deeds,  in  the  beguining  of  Edward  I.  we  find 
they  styled  themselves  gentlemen,  and  gave  the  same 
arms  as  now  borne.

BEAUMONT,  of  Stouohton-Oranoe, 

Leicestershire. 

Febmary  21,  1660, 

Sir  GEORGE-HOWLAND  BEAUMONT,  bart. 
LL.D.  succeeded  his  father,  sir  George,  in  1762; 
nuarriedy  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Willes,  esq. 
eldest  son  of  lord  chief  justice  Willes,  by  whom  he  has 
no  issue. 

This  family  may  vie  with  the  proudest  of  our  nobi- 
lity in  illustrious  extraction,  being  descended,  in  a  di- 
rect paternal  line,  from  Lewis  VlII.  king  or  France, 
and  maternally  from  Henry  III.  of  England. 

Charles,  younffer  son  of  Lewis  VIII.  was  called  king 
of  Jerusalem  and  Sicily.  His  2d  son,  Lewis,  m,  Agnes, 
heiress  of  Beaumont,  in  France,  and  the  sons  of  that  m. 
took  the  name  of  BeauoMnt,  and  to  their  paternal  arms, 
viz.  France  ancient y  added  those  of  their  DM>ther,  vis. 
a  liony  rampant,  or,  as  now  borne.  The  eldest  son  of 
Lewis  and  Agnes  ei^oyed  the  French  inheritance; 
Theobald,  the  2d,  was  archbishop  of  Paris;  Lewis,  the 
$d  son,  came  to  England,  and  was  bishop  of  Durham. 
Henry,  the  4th  son,  also  seated  himseli  in  England, 
where  ne  had  the  grants  of  many  honours,  and  held  va- 
rious high  employments  in  the  state.    He  d.  1340. 

His  son,  John,  lord  Beaumont,  m.  Eleanor,  5th  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  Plantagenet,  earl  of  Lancaster,  grandson 
G  G  2  to 
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to  king  Henry  III.  The  eldest  branch  of  his  descend- 
ants ceased  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  The  present 
baronet  is  descended  from  Thomas,  2d  son  of  Joho^ 
grandson  of  the  above  John,  lord  Beaumont. 

Sir  Thomas  was  created  a  baronet,  Sept..  17,  1619, 
and  afterwards  created,  1622,  viscount  Beaumont,  of 
Swords,  CO.  Dublin.  He  was  loyal  to  king  Charles  I. 
and  was  obliged  to  compound  for  his  estate.  The  £ng« 
lish  Baronetage  and  Irish  Peerage,  both  failed  in  the 
person  of  Thomas,  who  d,  in  170:^.  Bdt  from  Thomas, 
2d  son  of  Nicholas,  descended,

existing  patent.  He  m,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  co- 
heiress of  sir  Nicholas  Trott,  knt.  by  Mary,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  sir  George  Perient,  knt.  and  had  3  sons 
and  3  daughters :  1.  sir  Henry;  2.

GLYNNE,  of  BissETBR,  Oxfordshire. 

May  20,  1661. 

Sir  STEPHEN-RICHARD  GLYNNE,  bart  bom 
in  May,  1780,  and  inunediately  became  baronet,  being 
posthumous  and  only  child  of  the  rev.  sir  Stephen,  the 
last  baronet;  m.  April  11,  1806,  the  honourable 
Mary-Neville  Griffin,  daughter  of  Richard  Aldwortfa, 
lord  Braybrooke,  (by  Catharine,  sister  to  George, 
marquess  of  Buckingham,  K.  G.)  and  has  issue  a  son, 
h,  Aug.  1807 ;  and  a  son,  b,  Jan.  6, 1812. 

This  very  ancient  family  is  descended  from  Cifanin 
Droed-tu,  of  one  of  the  fifteen  tribes  of  North  Wales ; 
he  lived  in  the  time  of  Merfyn  Frych,  king  of  Man, 
being  his  brother's  son,  with  whom  he  came  from  the 
north  of  Britain,  when  Merfyn  married  Esyllt,  the 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Conan  Tindaethwy,  king  of  the 
Britons.  His  posterity  were  wise  and  discreet  men, 
in  all  their  ages ;  and  many  of  them  were  learned  in 
the  laws  in  the  time  of  the  kings  and  princes  of  Wales, 
and  were  judges;  as  Morgeneu  (or  Judge)  Ynad  op 
Gwydr,  and  Cy  fnerth,  his  son,  whose  law*book  is  yet 
extanty  fairly  written  on  parchment.     Droed-tn  was

scendant iti  the  21st  generation  was, 

John  yCrlynne,  esq.  (eldest  son  of  sir  William  Glynne, 
knt.   hy   Jane,  daughter  of  John  Griffith,   of  Caer- 
narvon, esq.  son  of  William  Griffith,  4th  son  of  sir  Wil- 
liam Griffith,  knt.)  bom  at  Glyn-Cyfon,  1602,  and  be<^ 
came  a  distinguished  political  advocate  j  his  school  was 
that  of   the  college  at  Westminster;    his    academic 
learning  was  instilled  at  Hart-haU,  in  Oxford,  and  his 
knowledge  of  the  law  was  acquired  at  Lincoln's  Inn, 
of  which  he  became  a  bencher,  his  abilities  were  im- 
mediately discovered  (the  unfortunate  earl  of  Strafford, 
remarked  that  Glynne^  and  Maynard,  treated  him  like 
advocates;   Palmer,  and  Whitelock,  like  gentlemen; 
and  yet  omitted  notiiing  material  that  could  be  urged 
i^gainst  him)  by  the  popular  party,  by  whose  Influence 
he   was  aM>ointed  high  steward  of  Westminster,  re- 
.  corder  of  London,  and  twice  elected  for  the  former 
city  in  the  two  parliaments  of  1640,  he  was,  next  io 
Pym.   the  most  active  manager  against  the   earl  of 
StraJford ;  but,  in  his  case  as  well  as  in  the  case  of  the 
12    bishops,  Mr.  Glynne  acted  upon    principles,  in- 
compatible with  the  views  of  the  popular  party ;  which 
soon  appeared  by  the  persecution  he  underwent  for 
making  a  noble  stand  against  the  ruin  of  the  constitu- 
tion,  planned  and  subse<}uently  effected  by  the  army, 
and  advising  the  disbandmg  of  that  army  in  1646.  For 
these  acts,  Sept.  8,  in  the  same  year,  he  was  first  ex* 

?elled  the  house  of  commons,  then  committed  to  the 
'ower  of  London,  and  next  had  a  charge  of  hieh 
treason  preferred  against  him,  and  finally  was  de» 
prived  of  his  recordership,  but  determining  at  length 
to  submit  to  the  rising  powers,  his  imagined  offences 
were  forgiven ;  and  in  the  following  year  1648,  he  was 
restored  to  his  seat  in  the  house  of  commons,  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  commissioners  for  carrying  on 
the  treaty  with  the  king  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and 
voted  by  the  house  to  be  a  serjeant  at  law  in  the  new 
call  it  thought  proper  to  make.  He,  as  well  as  the  cau- 
tious Whitelock,  evaded  all  concern  in  the  trial  of  the 
king,  but  afterwards   temporized   with   the  rulinip 

powers. 
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powers.  Cromwell  soon  appointed  him  of  hb  conncil; 
in  1654,  he  was  constituted  chamberlain  of  Chester, 
and  in  the  following  year  (on  the  refusal  of  the  chief 
justice  Holies)  was  sent  into  the  West,  with  a  commis- 
sion to  try  colonel  Penruddockf  and  the  other  in- 
surgents. Holies  lost  his  situation  for  his  scruples, 
and  in  his  room  the  serjeant  was  rewarded  with  the 
oflke  of  lord  chief  justice  of  the  court  of  kine*s  beircfa. 
Mr.  Glynne  was  grateful  to  his  patron ;  for  oeing  ap- 
pointed of  the  committee  to  receive  and  consider  the 
protector's  scruples  about  being  made  king ;  he  urged 
his  acceptance  of  the  crown  with  the  utmost  zeal.  Not- 
withstanding, however,  the  usurper  did  not  dare  to 
assume  the  name,  he  mimicked  the  powers;  and 
honored  his  advocate  with  calling  him  up  by  writ 
to  the  house  of  peers,  in  1657.  The  prudent  lawyer 
maintained  his  ground,  till  the  year  of  tlie  Restoration^ 
when  he  wrote  and  published  in  8vo,  "  Monarchy  as- 
serted to  be  the  best,  the  most  ancient  and  loyal  form  qf 
Government."  Whether  this  recommended  him  to  the 
new  government,  or  whether  he  had  previously  made 
his  peace,  is  not  certain:  he  was  received  by  king 
Charles  with  distinguished  marks  of  favor,  who  not 
only  knighted  him,  Nov.  16,  1660,  by  the  title  of  sir 
John  Glynne,  of  Henley  Park,  co.  Surrey,  but  bestow-

This  ancient  and  knightly  family,  (as  Mr.  Harvey, 
in  his  Visitation  of  Suffolk,  styles  i^)  is  of  very  great 
antiquity.  It  claimed  an  alliance,  in  the  time  of  the 
heptarchy,  with  the  kingly  race,  by  the  marriage  of 
John  de  la  Piddle,  It»  ancient  seat  was  Admiston  Hall, 
CO.  Dorset,  whose  last  possessor  was  Nichokis  Martiuy 
who  left  only  2  daughters,  his  heiresses.  Richard 
Martin,  a  younger  brother  of  this  family,  removed  to 
Long  Melford,  temp,  Richard  II. 

Richard  Martin  made  an  addition  to  the  estate  by 
the  purchase  of  several  lands  in  the  reign  of  king 
Edward  IV.  and  d.l578,  leaving  by  the  daughter  of  John 
Allen,  1.  Roger,  his  heir;  2.  Lawrence,  who  settled  in 
London,  and  was  father  of  sir  Roger  Martin,  sheriff*  of 
London  in  1559,  and  lord  mayor  thereof  1567;  and  3. 
John-Roger,  the  eldest  son,  was  eminently  remarkable 
for  his  charity,  and  of  him  we  find  an  hiehly  interesting 
anecdote.  When  he  declined  with  old  age,  and  was 
not  able  to  go  far  from  home,  he  had  a  whistle  to  bis 
cane,  -by  which  he  called  the  poor  to  him,  to  receive 
his  charity.  In  the  14th  of  Henry  VIII.  he  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  commissioners  for  levying  the  sub- 
sidy granted  to  that  monarch,  having  previously  been 
educated  to  the  law,  and  became  a  bencher  of  Lincoln's 
Inn.  In  the  reign  of  queen  Mary,  on  being  -offered 
the  secretaryship  of  state,  he  nobly  Teplied,  "  that 

for 
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for  himself  he  was  highly  satisfied  with  the  sufficiency 
God  had  bestowed  on  him,  and  with  a  private  life ;  and 
as  for  his  son,  he  would  inherit  a  competency  suffi- 
cient,  if  he  proved  an  honest  man,  and  if  he  became 
otherwise,  far  too  much."  Richard,  his  son,  purchased 
.a  noble  lordship  of  sir  William  Cordell  in  1556 ;  he 
was^  succeeded  by  Roger  Martin,  who  m.  Ursula, 
daughter  of  sir  Thomas  Jermin,  of  Rushbrook,  co.

Tbe  public  bave  been  indebted  to  sir  Herbert,  for 
several  useful  and  entertaining  works,  tbougb  many  of 
tbem  are  anonymous. 

We  bave  no  distinct  account  of  tlie  origin  of  this 
family,  only  tbe  tradition  of  tbe  country  refers  tbe 
bnildmg  of  Crqft  Castle^  wbicb  bas  always  been  tbe 
seat  of  it,  to  the  Saxon  times.

The  family  of  Bunbury,  originally  called  St  Pierre, 
came  over  at  the  Conquest,  and  shared  the  fortune  of 
Hugh  Lupus,  first  Norman  earl  of  Chester;  they  had, 
amongst  divers  goodly  lands  and  possessions,  the  manor, 
or  lordship  of  Bonubury  (a  contraction  of  Boniface 
Bury,  to  which  saint  the  church  of  that  place  was  de- 
dicated): and  from  thence  this  family  have  since  taken 
their  denomination. 

The  immediate  ancestor  of  the  BvLnbwry  family  was 
Alexander  de  Bunbury,  lord  of  Bunbury,  and  son  of  P*.

Margery,  daughter  and  sole  heiress 
of  William  de  Beeston,  (the  manor  ofBeeston,  in  the  town- 
ship of  that  name,  in  Cheshire,  was  the  ancient  inheri- 
tance of  the  Beesfofu,  descended  from  Henry  de  Bimbunff 
a  younger  son  of  Bunbury,  of  Bunbury^  who  assumed 
the  name  of  Beeston,  from  the  place  of  his  residence.

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death  of  sir' Hugh  Beeston,  son  of  sir  George  Beeston, 
the  admiral,  in  1627,  the  manor  passed  altimately  to  the 
family  of  Mostyn,  so  early  as  the  year  1662,  and  is  now 
the  property  of  sir  Thomas  Mostyn,  of  Mostyn  Hall, 
CO.

Sir  WILLIAM  PARKER,  bart.  bom  in  1770,  smo- 
ceeded  his  father,  sir  Harry,  January  15, 1812. 

Enough  has  been  done  by  some  mdividoals  of  this 
family  to  transmit  the  name  with  distinguished  honor  to 
the  latest  posterity ;  it  therefore  appears  almost  a  su- 
pererogatory task  to  search  into  former  times  for  other 
incidents,  when  those  which  haye  taken  place  in  modem 
periods  suffice  to  exhibit  its  illustrious  character,  and 
would  impart  celebrity  to  any  race,  however  illustrious. 
To  prove,  however,  the  antiquity  of  this  family,  we 
must  have  recourse  to  its  genealogical  particulars ;  and 
from  these  we  learn,  that  the  earliest  settlement  of  the 
Parkers  was  at  North  Molton,  co.  Devon,  where  they 
had  a  seat,  about  the  end  of  the  14th  century,  as  ap- 
pears from  a  visitation  of  that  county,  in  162().    The 
Parkers  are  said  to  have  been  highly  distinguished  for 
their  attachment  to  the  royal  cause,  during  the  period 
of  kings  Charles  I.  and  II.  and  suffered  greatly,  like 
other  zealous  persons  in  the  same  cause,  for  their  loyalty : 
but  they  still  maintained  that  rank  in  society  which 
they  had  held  for  several  eenturies,  not  only  from  their 
individual  respectability,  but  from  their  iBtermarriages 
witli  the  families  of  Mayhew,  Boringdon,  Courtenoy, 
Hall,  of  Inyers  Hall,  and  Seymour,  of  Berry  Pomero^, 
CO.

I.  Sir  WILLIAM,  knt.  the  first  baronet,  was  a  bar- 
rister, and  recorder  of  Chester,  which  city  he  repre- 
sented in  3  parliaments,  in  the  2  latter  of  which  he  was 
chosen  speaker.  In  36  Car.  II.  he  was  tried  for  a  libel, 
in  causing  to  be  printed,  the  information  of  Thomas 
Dangerfield,  gent. :  and  though  he  pleaded  the  law  and 
custom  of  paiSiament  in  his  favour,  the  court  fined  him 
ten  thousand  pounds,  for  licensing  the  said  information 
to  be  printed,  SOOOl,  of  which  sum  he  was  obliged  io 
pay.  Roger  North,  attributes  the  severity  of  this  fine 
to  the  resentment  of  Jefferies,  who  had  been  repri- 
manded on  his  knees,  at  the  bar  of  the  house  of  com- 
mons, by  Mr.  Williams,  when  speaker.  J^er  the  revo- 
lution^ 
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lution,  this  judgment  was  declared  b}r  the   faonse  of 
commons  to  be  illegal,  and  against  the  freedom  of  par- 
liament.   He  was  one  of  the  most  eminent  laiivyers  of 
his  time,  and  appears  by  the  debates  and  the  state  trials 
to  have  been  the  active  and  zealous  advocate  of  the  po- 
pular party  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  but  -was  after- 
wards made,  hy  king  James  the  second,  solicitor-general, 
and  knighted  in  1687,  and  was  in  1688  created  a  baronet.

nately,  very  slightly,  when  these  tiianks  were  moved 
in  the  house  of  commons.    The  chanc^ior  of  tfae  ex- 
chequer, (the  late  rigli^  boa.  Spescer  PeFcevwl,^  ob^ 
served,  that  the  manner  in  which  he  (GeiMeral  WU,) 
had  repulsed  the  French,  at  tiie  point  of  the  bayooe^ 
was  fresh  in  every  one's  recollection^    The  battle  of 
An0y  del  Midimt$f  in  Ibe  dispatches  from  lieatenaat- 
general  Hill,  dated  Fernando,  Nov.  6, 1811,  aad  which 
was  honored  in  the  speech  of  his  royal  highaesa  ike 
Prince  Regent,  to  both  houses  of  parUameal^  in  the 
following  terms  :•— ^  The  successluland  brilliant  enterr 
prise,  which  ended  in  the  surprise,  in  Spanish  £ftrar 
madura,  of  a  French  corps,  by  a  detachment  of  the 
allied  army,  under  HetUemnt-genanU  HiU,   is  highJy 
creditable  to  that  distinguished  oiloer,  and  to  the  troops 
under  his  command,  and  has  contributed,  materially  to 
obstruct  the  designs  of  the  enemy  in  that  pact  of  tht 
peninsula."    These  dispatches,  so  tsuly  honorable  to 
the  general,  together  i^Mh  the  applause  with  which  the 
people  received  them,  and  the  effect  they  have  bad 
upon  the  public,  are  so  well  knowi^  that  it  is  unaecei- 
sary  to  say  more  upon  the  subject^  thaiv  that  tiie  torn* 
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mander  of  tlut  day  has  added  greatly  to  the  lainreU 
\f  htch  he  had  p«?ioatly  acqaired ;  aad  that  it  it  the 
ardcBt  With  of  hit  contitry,  that  they  oaay  long  coatione 
tio  flonrieh  aad  accanalate.  He  again,  Nov.  8,  1813, 
received  the  ananimout  thanks  of  both  houtet  of  par- 
liament, for  the  valour,  steadiness,  and  exertion,  so 
tocoestiidly  ditpfaiyed  by  hin,  in  repelUag  the  repi^ted 
attackfi  made  on  the  position  of  the  allied  army,  by  the 
whole  French  Ibrce,  nnder  the  command  of  marshal 
SkmU,  between  tiK«5thof  Jaly  and  the3dof  Ang.

the  1st  regiment  of  Portuguese  infantry;  his  conduct 
in  organicing  that  corps,  and  his  gallant  coadoct  with 
them  OH  several  occasions,  has  gained  him  his  rapid 
promotions,  as  well  as  the  same  hooor  that  has  been 
conferred  upon  two  of  his  brothers,  knights  of  the 
lower  and  sword;  14.  William-Henry,  d.  an  infant; 
15.  Edward,  6.  Nov.  3,  1786,  who  was  a  merchant  in 
South  America,  finding  his  health  would  not  permit 
him  to  remain  in  that  climate,  returned  to  Europe,  and 
is  now  a  lieutenant  in  the  royal  horse  guards;  and  16, 
Charles,  (.  Feb.  26, 1788,  and  d.  on  the  20th  of  Marck 
following.  This 


*I1iis^  ancient  ftimHy,  whos^  triune  i;riis  originally  writ* 
ten  Hull,  and  tie  la  Hnll,  hare  been  long  resident  in 
SbTOT|[>shire,  and  can  be  traced  there,  before  the  time  of 
Edward  I.;   and  Hugh  de  Hull,  having  wi.  the  elder 
i^aiighter  and  co-heir  of  Hnglf  de  Wlonheslowe,  was 
seated  at  Hnll  and  Wlonheslowe,  in  the  reign  of  Edw.

He  gave  his 
immense  wealth  chieny  aimong  his  nieces,  and  sisters' 
children,  and  particularly  to  his  niece,  Alice,  who  m. 
his  f¥iend  and  partner,  sir  Thomas  Lei^,  who  was 
ancestor  to  the  lords  Dumnore,  and  earls  of  Chichester, 
and  to  the  lords  Leidi,  of  Stone  Leigh,  and  Alice, 
duchess  of  Dudley.    His  other  nieces  m.  sir  Hueh 
Chohnondeley,  (ancestor  to  the  present  earl,)  sir  Rich- 
ard Levison,  knt.  and  Reginald  Corbet,  chief  Justice  of 
the  queen's  bench,  &c.    From  ttie  eldest  son,  Hum- 
phrey, descended  the  HOls  of  Court  of  Hill;  and  from 
the  2d  son,  through  marriages  witii  the   Bostocks, 
Bidkeleys,  and  other  ancient  families,  descended  the 
Hills  of  Hawkestone.  Shenstone,  Teni«  and  Attin|(ham. 
From  another  son,  by  marriages  with  ttt  Forresters 
and  Grosvenors,  came  the  great  branch  of  Sonltoo, 
now  extmct    This  fhmiiy  suffered  considerably  ftr 
their  loyalty,  during  the  civil  wars,  when  Rowland 
Y  Y  d  Hill, 


Wly  immeduite  ancestor  of  the  present  sir  Riclnntf 
HUly  and  lord  Berwick, came  to  r^eve  his  lather,  who 
was  detained  by  the  rebels,  in  Hawkestone-Oastle. 
He  was  remarkable  for  bis  great  piety,  cbariCy,  and 
yrisdom,  and  was  father  of  Rowland  and  Richard  Hill, 
who  succeeded  to  the  family  estates  at  Hawkestone,  &c. 
on  the  death  of  his  elder  brother,  who  d.  tuu».  The 
right  hon.  Richard  Hill,  great  uncle  to  the  first  lord, 
was  deputed  to  several  foreign  embassies,  in  the  reigns 
of  king  William  and  queen  Anne,  and  was  appointed 
one  of  the  lords  commissioners  of  the  treasury ;  and 
afterwards  one  of  the  council,  to  his  highness  George, 

Srince  of  Denmark,  as  lord  high  admiral  of  Eng^land. 
[e  was  likewise   a  privy  counsellor,  and    bein^  a 
statesman  of  the  greatest  abilities  and  integrity,  and 
having  refused  the  highest  honors  for  himself,  m  dif- 
ferent reigns,  being  personally  known  to  George  I. 
his  majesty  conferred  the  dignity  of  a  baronet  upon  his 
nephew,  sir  Rowland,  afterwards  M.  F.  for  Lichfield, 
(father  of  sir  Richard  Hill,  hart,  of  Hawkestone,  so 
many  years  M.  P.  for  the  county  of  Salop:  and  John 
Hill,  M.  P.  for  Shrewsbury,  Sec.)  such  was  the  estima- 
tion in  which  this  person  was  held,  that  in  default  of 
issue  from  sir  Rowland,  the  above  dignity  was  given  in 
remainder  to  his  other  nephews,  as  follows.    To  Samuel 
Hill,  of  Shenstone ;  to  Thomaa  HiU^  of  Tern,  fk^er  of 
the  first  lord  Berwick,  and  Rowland  Hill,  brother  to 
Thomas,  who  d,  unm.

Of  the  Stanhope  family,  who  were  distinguished  by 
the  addition  of  Halge,  were  sir  Heneage  and  sir  Fether- 
ston,  baronets,  first  so  created  in  1660. 

So  also  was  colonel  Fetherstonhalge,  kiHed  at  the 
battle  of  Blenheim,  the  last  possessor  of  the  Stanhope 
estate ;  which  was,  after  his  decease,  sold  to  the  earl 
0f  Carlisle,  and  put  a  period  to  the  name  there ;  he  had 
twice  represented  the  county  palatine  of  Durham.

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branch,  had  a  3d  son,  Henry,  who,  at  the  begimung  of 
the  reign  of  James  I.  was  appointed  receiver  of  all  the 
king's  revenues,  in  Cumberland  and  Westmorland,  and 
had  issue,  a  son,  Timothy ;  which  Timothy,  in  the  soc- 
ceeding  reign,  espoused  the  cause  of  the  royal  party, 
raised  a  troop  of  horse,  at  his  own  expence,  was  knight- 
ed under  the  Icing's  banner,  and  fought  bravely  and 
saocessfuliy,  till  the  fatal  battle  of  Worcester,  Sept.  3y 
1651,  when  he  was  taken  prisoner,  (with  James,  7tb 
earl  of  Derby,  who  was  also  beheaded  at  the  same 
pUce,)  and  beheaded  at  Bolton,  in  Jjancashire.     This 
event  hurt  the  estate  of  this  particular  branch  of  the 
family;  but  not  irretrievably,  for  the  descendants  of 
this  gentleman  are  still  very  respectable,  both  in  fortune 
and  character.    The  abovenamed  Albany  Fethei^ton- 
haugh,  (father  of  Henry„  and  grandfather  of  Timothy,)

Ms  de- 
scendant, «litained  ti  grant  fifomking  Henry  III.  of  the 
manof  af  HafttMM,  ftf  Glouc^sterslHre,  which  was  regu- 
larly ttiK^itttAiUsA  to  Mi  posterity  till  the  btegfnl^^  of 
S  B  t  th« 
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the  17  th  century,  when  it  was  sold  by  Richard,  the  ele- 
venth in  descent  from  the  first  Richard  above-named. 
Sir  Grimbauld  Paunc^de,  knt.  was  a  person  of  consider- 
able distinction  in  the  wars  of  the  barons  with  their 
sovereigns.    In  Robert  of  Gloucester's  account  of  the 
taking  of  Gloucester  Castle,  from  sir  Piers  MacI,  this 
GrimMd  is  frequently  naientioned,  and  is  said  to  have 
been  knighted  by  sir  Edward  Bohnn,  and  to  have  re- 
ceived also  from  that  warrior,  the  lifmcels,  a  part  of  his 
armorial  bearings.    Attaching  himself  afterwards  to  the 
party  of  the  earl  of  Leicester,  he  was  taken  at  North- 
ampton, 1264,  with  400  others,  in  arms  against  the 
king ;  he  was  4  years  aAerwards  one  of  the  sureties 
on  behalf  of  the  abbot  of  Highman,  prior  of  Wigmore, 
and  Isabella,  relict  of  John  FitEaian,  for  debts  due  to 
the  crown ;  this  is  presumed  to  have  been  the  same  sir 
Grimbald,  who  m.  iSibilla,  daughter  abd  heiress  of  the 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Crickhowel,  co.  Brecknock,  by 
which  connection  that  estate  was  conveyed  into,  and 
long  afterwards  possessed  by  the  family  of  Pmmc^ote, 
His  eldest  son,  sir  Grimbald  Pmme^eU^  proved  his  pri- 
vileges in  tiie  manor  of  Hasfield,  upon  a  writ  of  quo

-with  America,  sir  Charles's  services,  as  captain  of  the 
guards,  were  of  a  pre-eminent  nature ;  but  having  been 
taken  prisoner,  he  very  narrowly  escaped  being  put  to 
death,  in  consequence  of  the  fatal  lot  falling  upon  him, . 
when  he  drew  with  other  officers  of  his  own  rank,  by 
way  of  retribution  for  the  murder  of  an  American 
officer,  captain  Hardy,  by  an  American  loyalist,  whom 
the  British  government  refused  to  deliver  up,  for  poll* 
tical  reasons,  although  general  Washington  demanded 
it,  and  threatened  to  retaliate  on  some  British  officer, 
his  prisoner,  in  the  result  of  a  refusal.  The  gallant  sir 
Charles  would  most  assuredly  have  proved  the  victim 
of  this  retaliation,  had  he  not  been  rescued  by  the  inter- 
cession of  the  queen  of  France,  who,  deeply  affected 
by  a  most  eloquent  and  pathetic  appeal  from  his  mother, 
lady  Asgill,  humanely  interfered  and  obtained  his 
release.
